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A COMPLICATED MARKET FOR 
FLAXSEED. 


The beginning of the new crop year 
for flaxseed finds the market in an 
unprecedented position. From _ the 
time seeding began in the spring 
months the progress of the crop has 
been zealously watched and the trade 
in general has thirsted for any in- 


formation which would enable them to 


anticipate the final out-turn, for upon 
this above all else future values were 
thought to depend. With total yield 


of speed approximately fixed the ques- 
tion of prices resolved itself into a 
problem to be worked out according to 
the formula of supply and demand, 
with whatever modifications individual 
experience might dictate. 

With the 
Europe, the aspect of 
changed overnight. New conditions 
were created and, how steady ad- 
vances in quotations were checked and 
the market saved from demoralization, 
only by the closing of the exchange in 
Duluth, are now matters record. 
Since the reopening of the market at 
Duluth prices have fluctuated sharply 
and with daily regularity. This has 
not been the result of heavy buying or 
selling and shows convincingly the un- 
certain status of the market. Recent 
reports of the domestic and Canadian 
crops have not changed opinions re- 
garding the total yield, but there is no 
telling to what extent home production 
will be by offerings from 
other producing countries. Under nor- 
mal conditions, India, the Argentine 
and Russia have found a ready outlet 
for their seed in European markets. 
With this outlet closed or at least con- 
siderably reduced, it is probable thai 
some of these foreign supplies will find 
their way to the United States. In or- 
der to make this prices at

Normal requirements 
of this country are placed at about 
twenty-six million bushels.

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fifteen million bushels and Canadian 
supplies would not bring the total up 
sufficiently to cover consuming needs 


of this continent. Consequently im- 
ports of seed to a certain degree may 
be necessary and if they are limited 


would have but little effect in changing 
market values. It is admitted, how- 
ever, that fairly large stocks are held 
in the Argentine, and holders of this 
seed are reported to be in such a finan- 
cial position that selling pressure may 
reasonably be expected. 

Another new feature in the seed mar- 
ket has reference to demand. Normal 
requirements already have been men- 
tioned, but it is pertinent to ask 
Whether conditions will justify normal 
buying on the part of crushers. Here 
the cake situation looms up in large 
proportions. At present there is no 
demand for cake in the big consuming 
markets of Europe and naturally 
crushers will restrict operations if they 
cannot sell their products. It is not 
sufficient that there should be a good 
demand for oil, for this demand could 
not be filled unless there was a market 
for cake. Consequently crushing op- 
erations are not likely to be normal 
unless it is found possible to dispose 
of the by-products. Assuming that it 
will net be feasible to make shipments 
of cake for the next three or four 
months crushers will be forced to pur- 
sue the present policy of offering oil 
only for nearby delivery and will cover 
these sales by buying only as much 
seed as is actually required, and if the 
amount of cake thus produced taxes 
storage capacities it is not difficult to 
defend the theory that but little oil 
will be made and but little seed will 
be sought by crushers. This contin- 
gency could easily lead to a weak seed 
market and a strong market for oil. 

On the other hand, if it is found 
possible to ship cake freely, it should 
command a good price, since produc- 
tion in Europe will fall far short 
what it was a year ago, and, there- 
fore, competition will be less keen. In 
this case a good return for cake would 
lower the costs of producing oil, but 
might create a strong demand for seed

per bushel as the logical level for seed 


Then, too, the probable demand for 
oil is worthy of thought. This may be 
subdivided into three parts: home 


consumption, export demand for 'man- 
ufactured articles in which oi] is used, 
and offers of oil for import. Home 
consumption will depend largely upon 
the position of business in general in 
this country and may be interpreted 
according as one believes the war will 
or will not benefit the industries of 
this country. Last year we exported 
large quantities of paints, varnishes 
and kindred products, in the making 
of which large amounts of oil were 
required. If the war is to continue, 
many of the consuming countries 
which took these materials in the past 
will not be in a position to make use 
of them, even if the difficulties of 
shipping and finance are 
Large stocks of oil are held at Euro- 
pean markets, and if they 
utilized there, holders may be willing 
to turn them into cash by seeking an 
outlet in this country. This could be 
done only if the asking price was an 
inducement to import, and such 
would be of bearish

Every road winds back to the 
starting place, and the war clouds 
which hover over Europe have cast a 
shadow upon the markets which even 
the most experienced members of the 
trade admit they are unable to pene- 
trate.

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NEW TRADE OPPORTUNITIES FOR 
AMERICAN MANUFACTURERS. 


With general market conditions 
gradually assuming a rational 
status and the relations between buy- 
ers and sellers becoming established 
on sounder lines, our trade interests 
are able to give worthier consideration 
to the momentous questions conce:n- 
ing the development of new and larger 
markets abroad for their products as 
well as the creation of new industries 
and the expansion of experimental 
and embryonic fields of manufactures 
in this country, to a stage that may 
reasonably work out a practical in- 
dependence of foreign sources for many 
of the commodities of which the sus- 
pension of shipments has operated to 
such unexpected and drastic em- 
barrassment upon the country’s trades. 

The most important and encouraging 
developments of the week have con- 
cerned the exploitation of the new 
fields in Central and South America, 
which are logically the first to com- 
mand our most serious efforts. Thee 
has been naturally much discussion 
over what have been regarded as the 
comparatively easy opportunities that 
lay at our door for the conquest of 
the markets within readiest reach of 
our bases of supply, but the interests 
which have been in closest touch with 
the more intimate conditions in the 
southern hemisphere have deplored the 
effect of the vague and loose publicity 
the subject has attracted and have 
urged as the most compelling means 
of clinching the exceptional trade op- 
portunities in Central and South 
America the assumption by the bank- 
ers of this country of the burden of 
financing the countries for whose trade 
we have been so keenly spurred, there- 
by relieving the European banking in- 
terests who have been incapacitated in 
the proper performance of their func- 
tions. Even with the restoration of ad- 
equate shipping facilities the cherished 
goal could not be hoped to be reached 
without the establishment of sound 
credit and financial relations. Ar 
gentina, Brazil and Chili are reported 
serious financial condition 
and can only, with difficulty, finance 
the most urgent business. In fact, 
most of the South American coun- 
tries are now under a moratorium, 
with the result that many drafts are 
not being paid at maturity. A ninety 
days’ London, sight draft under pres- 


more

ent conditions cannot be used as a 
medium of exchange and exporters 
are unable to finance shipments to 


South America unless the buyers agree 
to put funds in New York on shipment 
or to pay cash for the goods on ar- 
rival at destination, narrowing the 
field to almost negligible results. It 
is known that some vessels clearing 
for South America during the last few 
days did not have their full tonnage 
engaged, which fact was attributed to 
the uncertainty of credits. 

It is therefore gratifying to note 
that the Federal Reserve Board has 
within the week approved the appli- 
eation of a leading financial institu- 
tion in this city to open branches in 
South America, the first at Buenos 
Ayres probably in October and others 
circumstances 


to follow as soon as 

permit. The men in charge of the 
branches are well trained for their 
duties by long financial and com- 
mercial experience, with particular 
acquaintance with South American 


methods and ideals. Their entry into 


the coveted fields is calculated to es- 
tablish the commercial relations be- 
tween the United States and South 


America on a much closer and more 
efficacious basis, with possibilities for 
new openings for our products that 
under ekilfull and persistent develop- 
ment may in time bring greater re- 
wards than have been enjoyed during 
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German and English 
activities To attain the most bene- 
ficial results, we confronted with 
the necessity of giving the greatest at- 
tention to the peculiar requirements 
and the nicety of trade customs and 
ideals, the breach of which is believed 
to have discredited us in former efforts 
to exploit our wares in South Amer- 
ica. An authority on South American 
summarized as the mout im- 
pressive requisites for the creaticn and 
maintenance of the markets three 
points, first the manufacture ot goods 
that South Americans really want; 
second, packing the goods in the man- 
ner directed by the buyer, and third, 
invoicing them in accordance with the 
regulations of the countries to which 
the goods are to be shipped. Getting 
touch with prospective 
buyers, with samples of goods, may be 
urged with equal force, and a knowl- 
edge of Spanish and Portuguese would 
seem to indispensable for a thor- 
ough canvass of the fields. We must 
not lose sight of another consideration 
of particular significance at this time. 
A good part of Great Britain and Ger- 
many’s success in South America has 
been associated with their ability to 
find outlets for much of the South 
American products and manufactures, 
not only promoting a more intimate 
reciprocal spirit, but establishing an 
asset of inestimable material value in 
the form of greatly enhanced purchas- 
ing power. With many of the Euro- 
pean markets cut off to South Ameri- 
can goods, we should give our earliest 
attention to helping to relieve by all 
reasonable means the probable conges- 
tion of these goods at the various ship- 
ping centers. The Senate last Wednes- 
day passed a resolution directing the 
Secretary of Commerce to express his 
opinion On the feasibility of sending 
six vessels under federal auspices to 
South Ameriean ports to carry samples 
of American goods and representatives 
of the producers as an opening wedge 
for the development of new markets.

Bearing most forcibly upon the ex- 
pansion of our foreign trade and re- 
lief from the congestion of our wares 
awaiting shipment has been the fa- 
vorable report by the House Commit- 
tee On merchant marine on the Alex- 
ander bill proposing the creation of a 
$10,000,000 government corporation to 
purchase or build and operate ships as 
merchant men. The bill was reported 
at the instance of the President, after 
a counsellor of the State Department 
satisfied the committee that we would 
be acting within our legal rights in 
the acquisition of German ‘liners now 
tied un in New York harbor, provided 
that the sale was in each case bona 
fide and not made for the purpose of 
avoiding capture or other’ conse- 
quences of the war. The counsellor 
gave assurance on the operation of 
government owned vessels between 
this country and Central and South 
American ports. London advices have 
indicated that there had been no for- 
mal protest against the proposed pur- 
chase of the German vessels for the 
e--tension of our merchant marine ser- 
vice, in which accomplishment the 
most friendly sentiment was said to 
be entertained by the British govern- 
ment. The approval by President 
Wilson of the war insurance risk bill, 
followed shortly by the appointment 
of a director of the bureau created by 
the bill, and the adoption by the 
House of a resolution favoring the es- 
tablishment of a permanent interna- 
tional commerce commission on mer- 
chant marine and ocean freights, with 
deliberate and advisory powers, are 
calculated to result in a marked clear- 
ing of the recent complications in our 
relations with foreign markets 


While the subjéct of developing new 


and broader fields abroad for our re- 
sources and manufactures has been 
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the occasion of most tangible develop- 
ments of late, our manufacturing and 
consuming interests are becoming 
more convincingly impressed that the 
opportunities for American manufac- 
tures to supersede the products of for- 
eign origin, the sudden suspension of 
which has crippled so many of our in- 
dustries, are too vital for the main- 
tenance of our commercial balance 
and too allurine for the development 
of important trade advantages to be 
disregarded. It is a subject that nec- 
essarily commands the most thorough 
and~ detailed consideration and re- 
search, for the undertaking is in- 
volved in elements of unusual hazard 
and the accomplishment is dependent 
upon conditions of untried and largely 
unreckonable significance. War con- 
ditions must be recognized as of tem- 
porary effect, and there is little prom- 
ise of inducing any considerable 
amount of capital into new fields un- 
less there be reasonable assurance 
that they can be safeguarded against 
collapse with the rehabilitation of 
competing foreign industries. As ex- 
pressed by several leading houses in 
the local trade, this assurance can 
only come through the enactment of 
special tariff legislation imposing suf- 
ficient rates of duty to offset the pre- 
mium on American labor and to pro- 
vide a fair allowance for the evolution 
of new enterprises from their initial 
and more or less experimental stages 
to the attainment of an established 
and successful end. The leading con- 
suming interests, it is urged, could do 
much to foster the new industries. 
finding their advantage in a basis of 
supply which would insure them from 
a repetition of the trying experiences 
the ear has occasioned and from 
othe> -:ncertainties that are sometimes 
inherent to foreign production and 
oversea shipment. The general ad- 
vantages that would flow from the ex- 
pansion of our manufacturing activi- 
ties stand in distinctive relief to en- 
courage support from every quarter. 
The question of building up the 
manufacture of dye materials and 
chemical preparations in this country 
to relieve our dependance upon foreign 
sources has been brought home to our 
producing and consuming interests 
with probably the greatest force, since 
these products constitute practically 
a German monopoly and enter an un- 
usually diversified sud popular con- 
sumption in this country. Germany’s 
ideal educational and research sys- 
tem, her «xceptional methods in en- 
couraging commercial and industrial 
developments and the persevering and 
painstaking characteristics of her ar- 
tisan classes and trade propaganda 
interests have been turned to the most 
advantageous account and with these 
unmatched assets coupled with the 
availability of raw materials of un- 
equaled prolificness, under the most 
systematic and helpful direction, Ger- 
many’s mastery of the dye industry 
and of an enviable share of the chemi- 
cal industry can be readily accounted 
for. We may well look upon Germany 
as a model upon which to shape our 
new trade destinies. Our first thoughts 
must be for the basic materials enter- 
ing the fields we would establish to 
satisfy our own requirements. The 
most serious difficulty we find in 
breaking the absolute monopoly Ger- 
many maintains over potash. Since 
the check to imports of this mater- 
ial, some of the dye and chemical 
consuming interests have been devot- 
ing more serious attention to replac- 
ing the potash compounds with those 
employing ingredients of which our 
supply is assured. In both the prus- 
siates and bichromates, the soda prep- 
arations are fining increasing use as a 
substitute for potash in many lines. 
Since our sorry experience in the set- 
tlement of the German potash con- 
troversy, we have been brought more 
keenly to the advantage of developing 
a commercial supply within our bord- 
ers. Persistent exploitation of our 
possibilities has resulted in an occa- 
sional strike in the West which has 
been generally heralded as of most 
optimistic significance, but in no case 
has the discovery proved of practical 
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worth. Within the last few days the 
Secretary of the Interior has an- 
nounced that American potash would 
be produced within the next three 
months, the initial output of a plant 
at Searles Lake, California, being five 
tons a day, with prospects of increas- 


ing it to 120 tons a day. On a basis 
of six days a week, the yearly pro- 
duction would be 37,560 tons a year, 


while on the latest available data our 
imports of German potash in 1911, 
amounted to 237,453 tons. The pros- 
pective domestic supply is far short 
of our requirements, but if the esti- 
mate can be relied upon, it will be a 
welcome step in breaking our bond- 
age to Germany. There are said to be 
commercial possibilities of potash in 
Spain, but the early development is 
of doubtful realization, There are 
fully developed resources in Alsace 
under the German syndicate control, 
and the chances of France reclaiming 
its authority over the territory with 
the result of establishing an independ- 
ent supply of potash, form one of the 
interesting commercial possibilities of 
the war. With imported potash, our 
production of oxalic acid had made 
rapid strides, but this field has now 
had to be abandoned. 


The establishment of a_ successful 
aniline dye industry here under rea- 
sonable tariff protection would seem 


to be within fair prospects of success 
in time. We have no concern over an 
unmeasurable supply of raw material, 
under proper development, and it is 
apparently only a question of attain- 
ing a degree of the skill in breaking 
up the coal tar bases into their va- 
rious molecular atoms and the treat- 
ment of the disintegrated materials 
into finished form before we can hope 
to replace some of the strongly en- 
trenched German dyes. Germany has 
reached a stage of practical perfec- 
tion in this industry, but if we are 
to encourage a domestic production to 
serviceable ends, our consuming trades 


should be libdral in their require- 
ments, make the most of our em- 
bryonic efforts and not count upon 


our duplicating within a few months 
the results that have marked years of 
steady growth in Germany. A prac- 
tical suggestion has been made that 
skilled German labor could be em- 
ployed to advantage during the ear- 
lier stages of the development of new 
industries here. The question of 
patent protection for the foreign prod- 
ucts we would manufacture has been 
of timely consideration of late and it 
is pertinent to give in this connection 
the opinion of a patent authority in 
this city that our manufacturers 
should feel no hesitation in undertak- 
ing the production of goods which 
may be protected by patent rights, 
since they could easily avoid any fric- 
tion or litigation by laying aside a 
reasonable amount to be paid in roy- 
alties to the patentees with the es- 
tablishment of price, advising the 
foreign producer of their intention at 
the beginning of manufacture here. 
In our news columns 
at Washington between 
the Secretary of the Interior and lead- 
ing representatives of the country’s 
chemical and dye industries, which 
was designed to encourage our manu- 
facturing activities in the fields upon 
which we have been so dependant 
upon foreign sources. Among the im- 
portant recommendations reached at 
the conference were the creation of a 
system, similar to one in England, 
whereby if a foreign patent is not used 
for the manufacture of a 
within a reasonable time it 
come dormant and available for use 
by American manufacturers, and the 
passage of a law affecting unfair com- 
petition with the view of checking the 
alleged practice of selling foreign 
products below the cost of manufac- 
ture. With the hopes of relieving the 
stringency in this country on dyestuffs 
and other materials of German origin, 
Secretary Lane indicated his deter- 
mination to secure the good offices of 
the State Department to induce the 
German government to lift the em- 
bargo on exports of the materials of

GOOD RECORD OF SEVEN MONTHS’ 
PETROLEUM PRODUCTS IMPORTS. 


The record of exports of petroleum 
products for the seven months’ ending 


July reflects a fair degree of creiit 
upon the industry to the period when 
it was subjected to such drastic un- 
settlement by the embargo on ship- 
ments to foreign markets as a result 
of the war. A volume gain of nine- 
teen per cent. during the current 
calendar year period marks an en- 
couraging expansion of the foreign 
trade and will serve to advantage as 


tending to compensate for the shrink- 
age over the remaining months of the 
year. The value appreciation has fall- 
en materially below the volume 
crease, amounting to but 6:56 per cent.

It is largely through the movement 
of residuum, gas and fuel oils that the 
general aggregate of petroleum exports 
for the seven months of the years has 
attained such a favorable showing, 
since the outlet of the residuum prod- 
ucts was enhanced by 93.58 per cent. 
volume, and 103.75 per cent. in 
value, comparing with gains of 49 and 
60.22 per cent., respectively, covering 
the corresponding fiscal year period. 

The expansion of foreign trade for 
illuminating oil, comprising about 
fifty per cent. of the general petroleum 
exports, has been a commendable fea- 
ture of the current seven months’ 
record, since the markets abroad must 
be maintained and developed to an 
extent to compensate for the natural 
decline in domestic consumption. Ex- 
ports of illuminating oil to August 
amounted to 651,296,156 gallons, valued 
at $42,172,501 as compared with 593,- 
640,548 gallons ($39,015,951) for the cor- 
responding period last year, represent- 
ing an increase of 9.71 per cent. in 
volume and 8.09 per cent. in value. For 
the seven months of the last fiscal 
year the record was more favorable, 
indicating a growth of 10.13 per cent. 
in volume and 14.87 per cent. in value. 


The naphthas, gasoline and allied 
products have gained second place in 
the petroleum export schedule for the 
seven months of the year, to the dis- 
credit of lubricating and paraffin oi's. 
The movement over this period of the 
naphthas reached 119,242,636 gallons 
($15,474,443), as against $101,215,192 gal- 
lons ($15,219,922) for the same time last 
year. On this basis we find an ex- 
pansion of per cent. in volume, 
and 1.67 per cent. in value. The record 
for the seven months of the last fiscal 
year showed a gain of 4.12 per cent. in 
volume and of 23.07 per cent. in value. 

The shrinkage in foreign require- 
ments of our lubricating products has 
been of a more impressive character 
for the months of the current 
year, but this may be accounted for 
by the general curtailment of Euro- 
pean industrial operations rather than 
by any disparagement of our products. 
The exports for the period are recorded 
as 111,711,335 gallons ($15,285,202), com- 
paring with 118,795,108 gallons ($16,- 
938,161) for the same interval last year. 
This marks a loss of 5.96 per cent. in 
volume and of 9.76 per cent. in value, 
while on the comparison of seven 
months’ fiscal year returns was noted 
a decline of 4.42 per cent. in volume 
and of .76 per cent. in value. 


The most marked setback in our 
foreign petroleum trade this year has 
been in crude oil, but this is no occa- 
sion for concern as the loss is more 
than offset by the gain in exports of 
refined and residuum products, yield- 
ing a greater proportionate return to 
refining interests. Exports of crude

113,380,576 gallons ($4,790,193) for the pre- 
vious period, indicating a loss of 40.42 
per cent. in volume and 37.97 per cent.

with the seven months’ fiscal year 
record, showing a volume decline of 
1.88 per cent., but a value gain of 19 
per cent. 

There has been a loosening of the 
strictures upon petroleum products 
during the last week and more confi- 
dence is shown in the dispatch of 
foreign vessels, except those of Ger- 
man registry, bearing oil for neutral 
ountries. The leading consuming 
countries abroad, however, cannot he- 
expected to establish their industrial 
conditions on anything like a normal 
basis for a long time and the most 
favorable opportunities for rehabilitat- 
ing our foreign petroleum trade lie in 
the direction of superseding foreign 
sources of supply in the countries 
which are able to maintain their usual 
business balance. The restoration of 
sound credit and financial relations will 
go far in helping us to take advant- 
age of the exceptional trade oppor- 
tunities. 





Otto of Rose May Be Produced in 
Oregon. 


In view of the similarity of the soil and 
climate in the Willainette Valley of Ore- 
gon to those in the Gropsu Valley of Bul- 
garia, where virtually all of the world’s 
supply of otto or roses is now produced, 
experiments in the culture of the Bul- 
garian rose and in the distillation of its 
exceedingly valuable product, pure 
oil, are to be begun in that section of 
the Pacific Coast within the ensuing 
twelve months. Though favored by nat- 
ural surroundings and conditions, these 
experiments in developing an American 
otto of rose, equal to that produced in 
Bulgaria, might be doomed to certain 
failure were it not for the fact that they 
are to be undertaken by an expert rose 
culturist in the person of the Rev. Father 
Schoener, who is familiarly known as 
Oregon’s rose wizard. 


Father Schoener has already demon- 
strated his ability as an expert rose 
grower by producing several handsome 
and hardy roses through the development 
of “sports” and “hybrids,” his latest tri- 
umph in this direction being a rose hy- 
brid named the Jesse A, Curry, which he 
exhibited at the latest rose festival in 
the Willamette Valley. From a careful 
study of conditions in that valley he is 
now confident that he will be able to grow 
the Bulgarian rose successfully there and 
eventually develop the rose oil industry in 
Oregon until it is established upon a 
highly profitable basis. 

Latest reports from Brooks, Ore., state 
that a rancher near that place has offered 
Father Schoener the use of an acre of 
ground for his experiments, and through 
the aid of friends the priest expects to 
obtain a supply of the Bulgarian rose 
plants with which to make his initial ex- 
periments, requiring approximately a year 
to complete. Father Schoener estimates 
that the net profit from the sale of the 
otto of rose produced from an acre of 
Bulgarian roses will range from $3,209 to 


rose 


Experiments in the production of rose 
oil have already been made with consid- 
erable success in gardens around Grosse, 
France, and near Miltitz, close to Leipzig, 
Germany, but the chief products of these 
gardens have been rose scents with a nat- 
ural base. It is generally believed by the 
essential oil trade that successful results 
may be obtained in some parts of the 
United States, such as the Pacific Coast. 

Originally the production of otto of rose 

was confined to Turkey and Turkish pos- 
sessions, and the industry was controlled 
by the Turkish Government. Bulgaria, 
however, now enjoys a virtual monopoly 
of this industry, 
_ One of the best descriptions of the grow- 
ing of roses and the manufacture of rose 
oil in Bulgaria, which have until recently 
been difficult to obtain, because expert re- 
ports on this subject have not often been 
made from this relatively inaccessible dis- 
trict, is that furnished by P. Siedler, a 
German chemist, in a lecture delivered by 
him two years ago. Mr. Siedler said in 
part:— 

Kazanlik, Bulgaria, which is generally con- 
sidered the center of rose cultivation, is no 
longer the principal distilling point for otto 
of rose, although it may be described as the 
chief seat of the trade in rose oil. The har- 
vest begins a little later in Kazanlik thun in 
the Gropsu Valley (Gjobsu), which is situated 
a little further west, and in the first-named 
place it had not yet begun at the commence 
ment of June, 1912. The copper stills which 
are used throughout the region by those peas- 
ants who do not content themselves with rose 


growing, were then being made and mended 
in the streets of Kazanlik. (These copper 
stills are employed by each farmer, who. 


after picking his roses at harvest time before 
the sun has risen, begins immediately the 
process of distillation.) 

In Karlovo, on the other hand, 
was already in full swing in June, 
this place the rose oil is prepared in smal: 
distilling sheds by the old method, which !s 
in general use to this day. Many people work 
in outhouses close to their dwellings. These 
outhouses are built for the purpose and are 
kept closed. A few large firms, however, have 
works which are equipped along modern lines. 

Generally speaking, about 3,000 kilos of 
roses are required to yield one kilo of oil; 
the average weight of the flowers is 400 to 
the kilo; about thirty roses are needed to pro- 
duce one drop of oil; (hence the great value 
of the oil, which is now quoted at $12.50 to 
$15 per ounce in the New York market for 
strictly pure quality.) Aside from conditions 
of labor, the oil yield depends, in the first 
place, upon the weather, more oil being pro- 
duced when the weather is cool and the sky 
covered than in good weather, because the hot 
Bulgarian summer sun causes the oll to evap- 
orate readily from the cells.

The Chilean government has come 
to the aid of the nitrate industry and 
is said to have given financial help to 
106 nitrate firms in order that the 
plants might continue in operation. 


E. Darius Foster, prominently identi- 
fied with the oil and lumbering inter- 
ets of McKean county, Pa., died at his 
home in Foster Brook, Pa., on August 
29. He was seventy-nine years of age. 


The Kent Machine Works, 37 Gold 
street, Brooklyn, N. Y., has issued an 
attractive catalog of paint mixing 
and grinding machinery, giving many 
details of the concern’s extensive line, 
fully illustrated. 


Reports from Manchuria say that 
summer dullness in milling soya beans 
settled over the industry earlier than 
usual this year. But few of the mills 
operated in the daytime, though night 
work was continued. 


On account of the war the conven- 
tion of the National Association of 


Master Painters and Decorators of 
England and Wales, which was to 
have been held in Manchester this 


month, has been postponed until No- 
vember, 1915. 


Production of sumac in Sicily was 
exceptionally small in 1913, the failure 
being due to scarcity of rain in March 
and April and to the prevalence of 
scorching winds.

- TRADE AND NEWS ITEMS 


The daily output of sulphate of am- 
monia in Japan amounts to 58 tons, 
or about 19,080 tons a year. Plans to 
extend production are being made 
constantly, and by the end of this year 
the annual output is expected to show 
an increase of more than 20,000 tons 
over that of last year. 


There are about 4,000 acres in Al- 
giers devoted to the cultivation of 
geraniums, and prospects are good for 
an increased output of geranium oil. 
The industry there was seriously af- 
fected by the low prices paid for oil 
from 1907 to 1909, but since then pro- 
ducers have been able to realize more 
for their offerings and have been en- 
couraged to increase production. 


A spectacular fire which for a time 
threatened to destroy the entire build- 
ing as well as many adjoining, on 
Wednesday last caused a loss of many 
thousands of dollars at the paint man- 
ufacturing plant of George D. Wether- 
ill & Co., 114 North Front street, Phil- 
adelphia. The overheating of a tank 
of linseed oil is believed to have caused 
the fire, which was confined almost en- 
tirely to the storage department. 


In a motor truck race recently held 
in Southern California the first to fin- 
ish was a Kissel Kar three and one- 
half tonner, driven by O. L. Kern. The 
run was from Los Angeles to River- 
side and return over a 204-mile course, 
and was considered a grilling test of 
efficiency and durability. The worst 
roads in four counties were picked for 
the contest, but practically every truck 
finished on its own power hours ahead 
of scheduled time. 


Harry Saxton, of Thomas H. White 
& Co., South Gay street, Baltimore, the 
well-known fertilizer brokers, is on a 
vacation of several weeks, which he is 
spending in part at Atlantic City. He 
has also visited Norfolk and other 
points, and has not devoted himself 
so completely to recreation as to forget 
the trade entirely. It need hardly be 
said that wherever he got in touch 
with members of the trade, he was 
made royally welcome. 


The annual report of the Compania 
Administradora del Guano, which is 
authorized by the Peruvian zovern- 
ment to extract guano from certain 
islands, to be used solelv for national 
agriculture and distribution within the 
Republic, shows that nroduction from 
Avril 1, 1912, to March 31, 1913, was 
24,350 tons. In addition, low-grade 
guano. containing less than 3 per cent. 
of nitrogen, was excavated to the ex- 


tent of 12,242 tons. It is estimated 
that the supply for 1914 will reach 
40.000 tons. 


Fire broke out just after midnight on 
August 30 in a frame and sheet iron 
warehouse of the Piedmont-Mt. Airy 
Guano Company, at the foot of Wood- 
all street, Locust Point, Baltimore. but 
the blaze was put out in somewhat 
more than half an hour, the loss being 
estimated at less than $2.000. The 
warehouse was under construction and 
had not yet. been entirely completed. 
It contained a lot of phosphate. The 
phosphate schooner Lydia Baxter, ly- 
ing alongside the wharf at the nlant, 
was towed to safety. The origin of 
the fire is unknown. 


Advises have been received at the 
Commerce Denartment at Washington 
from the United States legation at 
Buenos Aires that the prospects are 
favorable for a bill pending in the 
Argentine congress relative to leasing 
petroleum deposits in Comodoro Riva- 
davia to private companies being en- 
acted into law during the present con- 
gress. The report savs that this meas- 
ure will be of great interest to Amer- 
ican petroleum companies because it 
reverses the former declared policy of 
the Argentine government to work the 
oil deposits of the State under govern- 
ment direction exclusively. 


The representatives of the National 
Association of Bottle Blowers in con- 
ference at Atlantic Citv since August 
18, with the representatives of the 
American Bottle Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, at the very close of the con- 
ference on Saturday last, won a nota- 
ble concession when the manufacturers 
relinquished their demands for a re- 
duction in wages. The conferees for 
the manufacturers, representing 60 
plants, had emphasized daily the need 
of a cut of 10, 15 and 20 per cent. upon 
various grades of glass goods. affecting 
90 per cent. of the 12.000 workmen em- 
ployed at these plants. The demand 
for a cut came chiefly from manufac- 
turers who have not yet installed the 
automatic machines, and are finding it 
hard work to sell hand-made goods at 
the prices established by the auto- 
matic product. The representatives of 
the workmen held that the time and 
conditions, with the great foreign war 
in progress and great opportunities for 
American products and commerce 
opening up in so many hitherto un- 
sought fields, did not justify a further 
cut in wages, considering the sacri- 
fices that the workmen have made 
when conditions were not so propitious.

My dear Sir:—My attention has been caile’ ts 
various newspaper accounts stating that in the 
investigation which you are now carrying on 
in regard to the raising of prices of food 
products and drugs, some of those testifying 
have stated that the price of ‘‘aspirin,’’ among 
other things, has been increased 50 per cent. 
and that it is understood that I control it and 
some of its derivatives. 

For your information and for that of all those 
interested, allow me to state that IT have no tn- 
terest in aspirin, directly or indirectly, never 
made or sold an ounce of it in my life, and 
have always bought and jpaid for in the drug 
stores what little I might use personally. 

On such medical preparations as my firm 
controls, and we handle no others except those, 
T have not raised the prices on a single one 
and do not intend to on any of my stock on 
hand, and will not raise the prices on future 
shipments, if I receive any, unless compelled 
to by a higher cost or charges due to the war. 

Practically none of our products are sold to 
the public direct, but almost entirely on phy- 
sicians’ prescriptions. Om one product for In- 
stance, for which there Is a large demand on 
the part of physicians, some wholesalers and 
retailers who happened to have stock on hand, 
raised their prices to five times what the goods 
cost them. In order to prevent this and the 
stocking up of this product by anyone, T went 
so far as to refuse to sell to any wholesalers 
or retailers during the )resent stringency, and 
am delivering from my stock only to physicians 
direct, for cases under treatment where pa- 
tients need it, and am charging physicians the 
regular price which has always been charged 
them, and am seeing to it that no one gets 
more than the legitimate amount for his cases 
in hand. In this wav I will be able to keep 
all physicians supplied with this particular 
remedy for two or three months at least. 

The idea that I am interested in aspirin Is 
probably based upon the fact that in the effort 
I made some time ago to have substitution, 
as practiced by a few unscrupulous druegists, 
stopped, aspirin was made the basis of most 
of the complaints, because aspirin being made 
here and not imported, could be more readily 
identified as to its origin through the printer 
of the labels. This was impossible with !m- 
ported goods where the anthenticity of the label 
could not be legally proven. 

The manufacturers of aspirin claim that sal- 
ieylic acid, which fs one of the raw materials 
from which the product is made, has increased 
over 100 ner cent. and when the present sup- 
ply of salieviie acid Is exhausted no more can 
be obtained becanse that is made from chem- 
feally pure carholic acid, which is a contraband 
of war and cannot be shinped, and which is 
not produced in this country.

be made of the country Club links. There 
are a number of natural hazards, and 
the rolling nature of the country has en- 
abled the course to be laid out with 
plenty of problems for the average ama- 
teur to consider in planning his drives. 
On the other hand, however, the course 
is not too difficult, and is just hard 
enough to lend zest to the work of com- 
pleting it. 

The Country Club itself is splendidly 
situated, being about four miles from 
Louisville on the River road. It overlooks 
the broad Ohio,, and being set high upon 
a hill, it has some of the most splendid 
views that could be imagined. The scen- 
ery all about Louisville, not to mention 
the public parks, is well worth attention, 
as the Bluegrass country is especially 
fortunate in its natural endowment. 

Mr. Bridges has announced that there 
will be a tournament for ladies at the 
Country Club, as well as that for men. 
Handsome trophies, the exact nature of 
which has not been announced, will be 
awarded. The tounaments will be handi- 
cap affairs, so that everybody who enters 
will have a good chance to land a prize. 
The duffers and the stars alike will be 
On an even footing, and Col. Bogey may 
be_ disregarded for the time being. 

Cards have been sent out to members 
of the national organization by the 
Committee, and as soon as the entries 
are all in, the work of assigning the 
handicaps and making other preparations 
for playing off the tournament will be un- 
dertaken. It is expected that owing to 
the large attendance promised at the 
Louisville meeting, the number of entries 
will be unusually large. 

The trip to Mammoth Cave, which 1s 
on the entertainment program, is at- 
tracting lively interest, and practically 
all the visitors to Kentucky have indi- 
cated a desire to see what is pronounced 
to he one of the seven wonders of the 
world. The cave is located in Edmonson 
county, about eighty miles south of 
Louisville. That part of the State, like 
much of the remainder, is underlaid with 
limestone, which is soluble under the 
action of water and the constant work- 
ings of the moisture have hollowed out 
what is Mammoth Cave, the largest 
cavern in the world. Another cave some- 
what similar to Mammoth Cave has been 
discovered in the vicinity, and has been 
styled Colossal Cavern. Little effort has 
been made to exploit it, however. 

Mammoth Gave is so great in extent 
that it has been arranged in two routes, 
so that all of the features of interest may 
be seen without discomfort. One is the 
short and the other the long route. The 
latter takes about five hours and the 
other two. One of the most interesting 
phenomena of the cave is Echo river, a 
subterranean stream which flows for 
miles underground, and issues some dis- 
tance from Mammoth Cave, flowing into 
Green river. The blind fishes of Echo 
river are a marvelous example of the 
adaptation of animal life to the condi- 
tions which surround it. The wonderful 
echoes which have given the river its 
name are also unique, and are usually 
developed by singing, the tones of the 
music echoeing back and forth along the 
river for a great distance. 

Mammoth Cave, in addition to holding 
first place in size, is also without question 
the most beautiful cavern in the world. 
Its stalagmites and stalactites are among 
the largest and best formed to be found 
anywhere, and the description of their 
formation, accomnanied by a demonstra- 
tion in Nature’s laboratory—for the work 
is still going on—is one of the interesting 
features of a visit to the cave. Other 
remarkable features are Star Chamber, 
an immense vault which Is ceiled with tiny 
points of moisture, potential stalactites, 
which twinkle like the stars when the 
light is subdued to the prover point. 
Lover's Leap, Fat Man’s Misery, the 
Bottomless Pit and other tvvical fea- 
tures are also to be experienced there. 

Mammoth Cave has the same tempera- 
ture all the year round. It is cool and 
comfortable in summer and pleasant 
without overcoats in winter. It may be 
visited without fear of fatigue, as the 
routes have been laid out in such a way 
that interest is kent up at all times and 
one seldom thinks of the distance cov- 
ered. The guides, several of whom have 
been conducting parties through the cave 
for decades, have learned how to de- 
scribe its wonders in most interesting 
fashion, and are really lecturers of the 
first class. 

The cave was first discovered about 
180. and was first prized on account of the 
saltpeter which it contains. Much of it 
ws taken out for use during the war of 
1812. Ever since the early part of the 
last century its wonders have been known 
and anvreciated. and most of the noted 
travelers from other parts of the world 
have arranged to inelude it in their 
American itineraries. Unfortunately. 
comparatively few Americans have visited 
it. largelv because it has not been prop- 
erly ex>loited. The cave is owned by an 
estate in which manv are interested, and 
it has been imvossible to develon it com- 
mercially, though the opportunities have 
long been realized. This adds. however, 
to the unusual atmosphere of the place, 
and makes a trip there one long to be 
remembered. In this connection the trip 
from Glasgow Junction, where the main 
line of the Louisville and Nashville is 
reached, a distance of eight miles, is in- 
teresting on account of the railwav equip- 
ment which is used. The locomotive and 
ears are of the ante-bellum type, and give 
one a vivid picture of the way in which 
Abraham Lincoln and his contemporaries 
were wont to travel. 

Those who attend the convention will 
have an opportunity to see the cave at 
the best time of the year and under ideal 
conditions, and it is expected that fully 
3 will make the trip.

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


THE MINNEAPOLIS MARKET. 
(Special to Ol], Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 2, 1914. 

The flax market holds narrow and is 
without particular feature One crushing 
company bought practicall all of the 
daily offerings and found little of the 
seed to their liking. Some North Dakota 
and Montana seed came in, but it was 
mot up to the standard prevalent during 
the crop year. Country shippers had 
very little seed to send in, and a fair 
share of the movement this way egonsisted 
of Duluth seed. One company Had some 
stuff left over in a Duluth elevator and 
had it shipped down here to crush. All 
of the companies were hard pressed to 
get raw material during the week past 
and this interfered partly with the prompt 
tilling of orders for oil. During the week 
past practically all of the local elevator 
supply of seed was used up, and were it 
not for the movement from Duluth, Min- 
neapolis bins would be swept clean of the 
old crop supply. 

Offerings of new crop seed to, arrive 
are increasing, but the crushers are not 
very anxious to take stuff on that basis. 
preferring to see the seed before huying 
it. 3ids on the to arrive basis are con- 
siderably weaker than for spot @fferings, 
ranging from ‘4c. to 1%c. under. There 
was a much wider range reported for spot 
offerings. 

Crushing operations are very light at 
the moment. One of the big mills closed 
down Monday night, ostensibly for re- 
pairs, but lack of raw material at a fair 
price compared with the futures seems to 
have had something to do with the mat- 
ter. One mill is running about 25 per 
cent. of its cavacity, and one big mill 
will prokably start up this week. One of 
the big mills planned on shutting down, 
but at the last moment it was decided to 
continue operations. At present only a 
moderate amount of seed is required 
daily, but unless there is a decided im- 
provement in the movement to market in 
the next week it is likely that there will 
be further’ restriction in operations 
However, there is a lot of seed reported 
to be on the way here from Duluth which 
will alleviate the situation and allow of 
continued operations, perhaps on a larger 
scale. Considerable seed was delivered to 
local crushers on September contracts, 
and this stuff was put in transit for Min- 
neapolis immediately. Some of it should 
show up here this week. Just how much 
seed was obtained in this way is not 
stated, but undouptedly most of the 
crushers got some of it and will use it 
as soon as it arrives here. According to 
Duluth reports about a half million bush- 
els of seed were delivered on September 
contracts, about a third of the supply on 
hand there. As crushers were about the 
only ones interested in taking the seed 
at this time it is very likely that much of 
it will find its way to Minneapolis mills. 
In most cases the crushers traded the 
futures for the cash seed and the car- 
riers were anxious to load the stuff out 
at once to save interest charges. 

Crop glews is hard to get. According to 
most Views the crops in Southern Min- 
nesota and South Dakota is all cut and 
ready to thresh, but only a moderate 
amount of threshing is in progress. Ele- 
vator companies report very moderate de- 
liveries of new seed, hardly enough to 
ship out good-sized carloads. Offerings of 
this new seed to arrive are increasing 
gradually, but most of the shippers seem 
to entertain bullish ideas concerning the 
trend of premiums. In other words they 
seem to think that the ‘‘early bird should 
get the worm,” and that the initial move- 
ment should bring good values compared 
with the futures. So far as known no 
trades of importance on the to arrive 
basis have been made to date. Southern 
Minnesota shippers have been heard from 
more frequently than shippers in South 
Dakota. Mailed samples of the new 
South Dakota crop are coming in rather 
freely and according to these samples the 
auality of the new crop is fully as good, 
if not better, than the cron of last year. 
Some of the Southern Minnesota seed 
shown is very poor. It is said that sev- 
eral cars of new South Dakota seed have 
been taken here in the last few days, but 
buvers denv having taken any new seed 
so far. They sav if it was new seed it 
looked so much like the old crop as to be 
able to nass as old seed. 

Regarding the damage sustained by the 
crop because of the recent frost there is 
little said and no reliable estimates are 
at hand. That considerable damage has 
been done the Canadian crop is expected. 

There is little chance of Canadian seed 
coming to this market for the present. 
Some of it was taken on September con- 
tracts and will be crushed at Superior. 
Tintil the Duluth seed is used up there Its 
little likelihood of any of the Canadian 
seed reaching Minneapolis. Of course, 
the Duluth seed could be used at Su- 
perior in quantity, but with the addition 
of slight charges over those required for 
transferring it to the Superior market it 
can be brought to Minneapolis for crush- 
ing. Naturally the crushers would prefer 
to keen their Minneapolis mills supplied, 
especially as most all of the meal busi- 
ness at present is with territory tributary 
to Minneapolis. 

Practically all of the seed moving dur- 
ing the week came to Minneapolis in 
preference to Duluth owing to the better 
eash values prevailing here. To-day the 
crushers were not bidding up as strong 
compared with the futures and this mav 
result in more of the North Dakota and 
Montana seed going to the head of the 
lakes. 

LINSEED OIL. 

The oil market is narrow and unsatis- 
factury. A little stuff is being sold right 
along for prompt shipment. but owing to 
the light output for the time being this 
trade is not wanted very badly. Crushers 
would like to get same business for the 
last half of this month and earlv_ in 
October to take care of new crop seed on 
arrival. The big paint mixers are taking 
care of their old contracts right along. 
but their fresh purchases do not amount 
to much. Jotbers are taking a moderate 
quantity of oil right along and are very 


prompt in taking stuff on old contracts * 


Shipping directions on old contracts ar 


very prompt. In fact they are too prompt 
to suit some of the crushers who are 
depending on the oil they are making to 
complete commitments falling due. Some 
of them are 1 le to put the oil in 
transit promptly. This is more or less 
of a restriction on fresh business for 
prompt shipment. Some crushers can- 
not promise prompt delivery on fresh 
orders because they have these old orders 
to fill and are booking the fresh orders 
with a promise to deliver as soon as pos- 
sible. 

There is practically no trade in oil for 
deferred delivery. Buyers are not very 
anxious regarding deferred oil and con- 
ditions are very unsatisfactory for sell- 
ers. At present the indications are for a 
fairly steady oi] cake and meal market, 
but there is a fear that the Liverpool and 
Rotterdam market for cake might be 
overloeded in the absence of a demand 
from Antwerp points and change the situ- 
ation in a moment. Selling oil for far 
deferred delivery is pretty much of a 
gamble and nome of the crushers are in 
mood to take long chances, Prices are 
quoted in a range of 53@55c. 

OIL MEAL. 

The demand for oil meal is unusually 
brisk for this season of the year and the 
output of the local mills is moving in 
good shape. One company reported sales 
10 per cent. larger than during any pre- 
ceding August in the history of their 
trade and there are no signs of a let-up 
in orders. The enly logical reason for the 
activity is the high price prevailing for 
mill offal and grains. A guaranteed 
protein element of 32 per cent. in meal 
makes it the cheapest feed on the mar- 
ket compared with other kinds, and the 
trade seems to appreciate this fact read- 
ily. Orders are coming from all direc- 
tions and trade territory is widening rap- 
idly. Orders from Ohio points increased 
perceptibly during the week past, and 
there was a bigger business with lowa 
buyers noted. Minnesota buyers are tak- 
ing considerable stuff. and trade with the 
Southwest is fair. With the advent of 
colder weather a further increase in sales 
is expected and crushers expect to have 
their by-product taken care of in good 
fashion from now on through the season, 
even if the demand for cake does mot 
come up to expectations. Most of the 
trade is in car lots at present. Small 
lot trade is good, but shows some falling 
off compared with the trade in heavier 
lots. Quite a bit of meal has been sold 
for September and October shipment. 
and some contracts have been written for 
gradual delivery up to January. There 
is no speculative activity noted. Buyers 
are engaging supplies for their usual fall 
trade, no doubt feeling that the cake situ- 
ation is not sound enough to encourage 
overloading with meal. Prices quoted at 
$2930. with the bulk of the orders being 
booked around $29.50. 


OIL CAKE 

There was some improvement in the 
cake market reported. No fresh sales for 
delivery from local mills were made, but 
some of the cake at the seaboard, which 
was destined for Antwerp. was re-sold to 
zo to Liverpool and Rotterdam. Fresh 
freight engagements have been made in 
Dutch and English boats to take care of 
the stuff and some of it will probablv be 
loaded this week. Some inauiry for fresh 
lots reported, but owing to the higher 
freight rates the crushers will have to 
pay the bids were not satisfactorv. These 
new rates make a difference of $2.60 ner 
ton against the seller. According to the 
arrangement the English rovernment 
will insure against war risks on stuff de- 
stined for English markets. 

Usually the volume of stuff going to 
English markets is very moderate com- 
pared with that shinned to the continent. 
and there is considerable uncertaintv as 
to just how long the English markets will 
hold up under, the pressure. In view of 
the higher prices prevailing for other 
feeds there may be a much larger call for 
cake to supply trade there, but the crush- 
ers cannot bank on that 

There are still a lot of contracts with 
continental buyers that are oven. but 
with no abilitv to fill them because of 
the fact that Antwerp is tied up most of 
them will probably be cancelled. Some 
contracts past due have been cancelled 

The English Government objects to 
British bottoms carrving either human or 
animal food to Rotterdam. fearine that 
it might eventually reach Germanvy. 
Naturallv this interferes some with trade. 
as the Dutch boats available can not 
spare much freight room. 

Last bids received from Enelish mar- 
kets represented values ranging around 
$27@28 here. With the meal trade brisk 
around $2950 there is little incentive to 
sell cake at prices mentioned.

THE DULUTH MARKET, 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Duluth, Sept. 2, 1914. 

During the past six trading days the 
market has been a manufacturer's, and 
there has been nothing of a definite na- 
ture in connection with it. The war con- 
ditions have predominated, the same as 
in every grain, and the result has been a 
vacillating market to which nothing of 
judgment can apply. Up one day, it is 
down the next—but so far as that is con- 
cerned, the figures appending, show for 
themselves. 

The future seed is the stronger, and 
yet there is nothing stable about them 
for the extent of the war, and its dura- 
tion makes the condition unsatisfactory 
and traders do not know ‘where they 
are at.’’ Oil, as understood here, is a 
drug on the market, and as a result of 
that, the price of seed must be low. 
“herefore, the term “manufacturers’ 
market"’ states the situation, for without 
demand from manufacturers there can- 
not be much demand. The crushers get in 
when prices are low, as. naturally they 
would, for the reason that they figure 
that seed in storage is an asset, whereas, 
the price may go up at any time should 
hostilities cease or a demand from Amer- 
ica for manufactured goods be received on 
this side of the pond. 

At present. however. there is not a 
sreat deal of demand for cash Mex or in 
options that are near. The extreme fu- 
tures are the best so far and will likely 
be until the war clouds clear away.

THE CHICAGO MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Ill, Sept. 3, 1914. 


Sentiment on flaxseed was again unset- 
tled. A few bag lots were disposed of here, 
which transactions proved to be the largest 
made in some time. Prices moved in the 
same erratic manner at Minneapolis, Du- 
luth and Winnipeg, and this had a de- 
pressing effect on those located at Chi- 
cago, who are interested in the flax mar- 
ket. One of the principal depressing in- 
fluences in the market is the lack of de- 
mand for cash offerings. Crushers’ in 
that section, as well as those in other 
parts of the country who secure their 
seed in the Northwest refuse to become 
buyers at the present time because of the 
absence of a demand large enough to 
absorb their output. While prices change 
greatly in the future markets, there is 
only a very small volume of business 
passing. Smal] offers or limited buying 
orders change the course of the market 
completely at times, a condition that 
tends to keep the average outsider who 
speculates in seed on a moderate scale 
out of the market. Commission houses 
and brokers continue to exact big mar- 
gins, which also restricts the demand 
from outsiders. 

Local crushers were moderate buyers 
of seed in the Northwestern markets, as 
evidenced by the fact that receipts ¢ 
this point footed up 8.000 bushels. whic! 
was 1,000 bushels short of the arrivals of 
the previous week, but in excess of the 
corresponding period last year, when they 
were 5,000 bushels. There were 3,000 bush- 
els shipped ovt of this market, the fir: 
sent out of Chicago in some time. Ship- 
ments during a corresponding time last 
vear were only 2,000 bushels. Chicago 
crushers are not likely to increase thei 
purchases until such time as they are en- 
abled to dispose of their products in 
larger quantities. 

The advices received from abroad were 
of no particular help to either side of 
the market. Clearances from Argentine 
ports were light, monetary conditions in 
the European countries restricting pur- 
chases from Southern hemisphere grow- 
ers. The principal feature noted in the 
advices was the report of the shipment 
of 40,000 bushels of Russia flax to the 
United Kingdom.

As far as the local market is 
coucerned prominent mention may be 
made Of a strike of painters, decorators 
and paperhangels ne question at is- 
Sue ils one ot wages and the numbel 
of men on strike is so large that the 
strike if continued for any length of 
time would have a depressing effeci 
upon demand for paint materials. The 
Situation in dry colors has not im- 
proved in the interim and one of the 
largest color makers in the city says 
that conditions are alarming and the 


industry iS almost paralyzed because 
or the scarcity and high prices for cer- 
tain imported colors and raw materials 
used in making colors. Some manu- 
tacturers of mixed paints have ad- 
vanced the prices for their products, 
owing to the position of raw materials, 
‘there has been no relief in the way 
of obtaining supplies of paint mate- 
rials from ftoreign markets and prac- 
tically all these materials are nominal 
in the local market. Our export trade 
also has not changed for the better, 
and this is a point which has consid- 


erable bearing upon consumption of 
materials. A large lot of oil cake was 
shipped abroad this week, but ex- 


porters say that shipments to foreign 
markets cannot be made regularly and 


that the situation with regard to coke 
is no better than a week ago. With 
no market for cake the flaxseed and 
linseed oil markets are in an unfa- 
vorable position and trading is re- 
stricted to small lots in both cases. 


Domestic paint materials nave received 


better attention since the absence of 
foreign-made goods became pro- 
nounced, but for the most part are 


holding a steady course. Naval stores 
have been weakened appreciably by the 
export trade and prices have 
been on a downward tendency. Com- 
plete reviews of the linseed oil and 
naval stores markets will be found on 
pages 21 and 23, respectively. For a 
review of the Western seed market see 
page 12. A report on wood and de- 
natured alcohol will be found in our 
drug market.

General advices are given to collectors 
of customs throughout the country by the 
Treasury Department that on the expor- 
tation of dynamite, dynamite powder and 
dynamite gelatin. manufactured with the 
use of refined glycerine made from im- 
ported crude glycerine, drawback is al- 
lowed to the amount of the duties paid on 
crude glycerine as shown by the manu-

submitted at time of claim of drawbaek. 

The collector of customs at St. Louis is 
notified by the Treasury Department that 
drawback is allowed on medicinal and 
toilet preparations manufactured by the 
Sanitol anufacturing Company of St. 
Louis, with the use of tax-paid domestic 
alcohol and various imported materials. 
The department requires a manufacturer's 
record to show the various ingredients 
employed, 

In advices to the collector of customs 
at New York the Treasury Department 
authorized the payment of drawback on 
essential oil of cloves manufactured by 
the Dodge & Olcott Company of New 
York from imported crude cloves.

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Chicago Paint Club Meeting. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Aug. 3, 1914. 
The September meeting of the Chicago 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, held at the 
Chicago Athletic Club to-night, was a 
record meeting in many ways. In the 
first place, 132 members and guests at- 
tended the meeting, which comprised the 
largest individual meeting ever held by 
the association. It was election night 
and there were two strong tickets in the 
field. Each candidate for office had a 
force of his followers present to help him 


in his fignt for election, and the meeting 
took on the aspect of a political campaign 
at the outset. ; 

An eiaborate banquet opened delibera- 
tions. At the start it looked as though 
the expiring administration would close 
its year in a blaze of glory, but the situ- 
ation developed by the election proved 
too much for one Executive Committee 
and the meeting’s close left a large num- 
ber of members unsatisfied, although the 
outcome of general proceedings appeared 
pleasing to a majority of those present. 

Following the dinner, communications, 
minutes of the preceding meeting, reports 
of the Executive Committee, the Arbitra- 
tion Committee, the Reception Committee 
and the Entertainment Committee were 
disposed of im quick time. Then ensued 
the president’s report, which was as fol- 
lows :— 

President Hatt’s Report. 


Your president begs leave to submit at this 
time a brief resume of the activities of the 
officers of the club during the year just closed. 

We have endeavored to administer the mat- 
ters which have been intrusted to us to the 
best of our ability, and if we have failed in 
any measure to merit your approval of our ac- 
tions it is because of our inability better to 
serve you and not from the lack of desire to 
do so. 

Your officers claim no great credit for what- 
ever good may have been accomplished during 
our tenure of office, and whatever has been 
accomplished is due in a much greater meas- 
ure to the loyal support which we have had 
from the members themselves than from the 
activities of the administration. 

The meetings have been seven in number and 
have been well attended, and, if we may judge 
from the spirit displayed, have not been lack- 
ing in enthusiasmm nor in pleasure and profit 
for those attending. 

During the year we have had the pleasure 
and honor of entertaining as our guest the 
president of the Nationa] Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association, who addressed us upon the 
work of the national body. 

The annual ladies’ night was a brilliant 
event, which was graced by the presence of 
the ladies of the Chicago Club, and, if we may 
judge from their spoken appreciation, this en- 
tertainment was, in the minds of our guests, a 
most successful event. 

During the year we have completed the 
formation of a Paint Trades Mutual Credit 
Bureau, in connection with the Credit Men’s 
Association, for the interchange of ledger ex- 
perience as to credits among our members. 
Already this bureau has ee its ef- 
ficiency and that it is possible to@urnish real 
credit information of value and on a basis of 
mutual co-operation among our members. This 
institution is not run for profit and should be 
supported by the members of the trades as an 
important step in the right direction and in 
the elimination of credit losses. 

Through a committee appointed by the ad- 
ministration next preceding this we developed 
and carried to a successful conclusion the 
“clean-up and paint-up’’ campaign in the city 
of Chicago, and in doing so were the means of 
further increasing the distribution of the prod- 
ucts in the sales of which we are all inter- 
ested. This feature should be made an annual 
event, and the experience of one year should 
be made use of in further developing the value 
of this work by succeeding administrations. 

An effort was made by this administration 
to arouse interest In behalf of permanent head- 
quarters or a permanent home for the paint 
trade in Chicago, and considerable work has

been done looking to this end. On the basis 
on which it was attempted it was found not to 
be practical, but since that effort was discon- 
tinued a luncheon headquarters has been in- 
formally developed, and from day to day a 
rather considerable number of our members 
are lunching together in the loop district. It 
seems to your president that it would be ex- 
tremely desirable if succeeding administrations 
could arrange in some manner to bring about 
@ permanent headquarters, and if it appears 
that this is not possible then, perhaps, the 
proposition to have an informal luncheon on 
one day of each week might be developed. 
The greatest good of our association is in the 
social acquaintance which it fosters among our 
members, and to this end it would be most 
desirable that ch an arrangement be com- 
pleted if it is Bessivic to do so. 

During the year your president accepted an 
invitation to address the first meeting of the 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of Indianapolis 
and also, in company with a considerable 
number of members of the Chicago Club, at- 
tended a meeting in Milwaukee looking to the 
formation of a trade organization in that city. 
We were assured then that our efforts and 
support were greatly appreciated and that the 
details of completing the organization would 
be steadily pushed forward. 

During the year, at the solicitation of the 
officers of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association, we have called to the attention of 
the members the work of the Paint Trade Mu- 
tual Fire Insurance Association and urged of 
them their support, and would again direct 
your consideration to this phase of our na- 
tional organization. 

We have acquainted the members during the 
year from time to time with the bulletins of 
the national councillor of the Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, to the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States, as to the work 
which this body is doing along legislative lines 
affecting business, for «heir information. 

Your president calls your attention to the 
treasurer’s report, which will be read to you 
on this occasion, and also to the report of the 
Auditing Committee, who have, at the request 
of your president, analyzed for you carefully 
the receipts and expenditures that you may 
have some detailed knowledge of the amount 
of money that is expended by this organization 
annually for various purposes. In doing this 
I would draw your attention to the expense to 
which this organization is put for liquid re- 
freshments, and suggest that the use of a con- 
siderable portion of these funds could be made 
to more permanent and better advantage than 
as now expended. 

In this connection let me suggest that the 
saving possible in this item alone will, to a 
certain extent, make possible the establishment 
of a permanent headquarters for this organiza- 
Poe without any further expense to our mem- 
ers. 

Early in the year a committee was appointed 
to attempt the organization of a glee club and 
quite some work was done upon this matter, 
but it appears that, with our limited member- 
ship, it is not possible to develop this “eature 
to any considerable extent. 

During the year we have added a considera- 
ble number of names to our roster of members, 
but owing to the resignations brought about by 
changes, consolidations and withdrawals from 
business our membership remains identical 
with what it was at the beginning of this 
year. 

One amendment to the by-laws has been 
made during this past year which provides 
that the Nominating Committee, selected at 
the May meeting, be required to report and 
file their nominations with the secretary 
within sixty days of the date of their election. 

In conclusion, your president takes occasion 
to express his sincere thanks and appreciation 
to the members for their loyal support and co- 
operation in the various affairs of the club 
during the past year and to say that what lit- 
tle success we have attained would not have 
been possible but for this co-operation. In 
turning over the gavel to my successor I do so 
with the sincere wish that his administration 
will be productive of great value to the mem- 
bers of the trade, and I wish for him a most 
successful and prosperous year and trust that 
he may be accorded the same loyal co-opera- 
tion during his term of office that it has been 
my pleasure to have from each of you.

Treasurer James B. Day made the fol- 
lowing report, showing total receipts for 
the year of $5,426.75, against which were 
disbursements of $4,687.42. The following 














resignations in good standing were re- 
ported:—Armstrong Paint and Varnish 
Company, H. Channon Company, Hocka- 
day Company, Hans Mannhardt, New 
York Paint Manufacturing Company, Sie- 
mon & Elting, Twin City Varnish Com- 
pany, Warren Paint Company, Wooster 

Brush Company. 

Eight new members were added during 
the year, making the total number of 
members in good standing 107. 

Secretary Edward R. Drake reviewed 
events of the past year, calling particu- 
lar attention to the work done by the 
secretary’s office in furthering the work 
of the Clean-Up and Paint-Up campaign, 
the co-operation given the Membership 
Committee, the Reception Committee and 
the Entertainment Committee. Also the 
assistance given the treasurer in the col- 
lection of dues and furnishing daily and 
weekly publications with market quota- 
tions on oil and other products handled 
by members of the paint club. 

According to the secretary’s report, the 
attendance at the meetings of the club 
during the past year have averaged 
around sixty-six members, which brings 
out forcibly the strong showing made by 
this meeting, at which 132 members and 
guests were registered. 

The Membership Committee reported 
the applications for membership of the 
Deisel & Helbig Co. of Lemont, Ill., and 
the Watrous Varnish Company of Phila- 
delphia. The Executive Committee re- 
ported having passed favorably on these 
applications, and both concerns were 
unanimously elected to membership. 

Having disposed of this routine busi- 
ness, President J. Earl Hatt announced 
that ballots would be passed and the elec- 
tion of officers for the coming year would 
proceed. Ballots were distributed and 
the voting proceeded, under circumstances 
not witnessed before at elections of the 
Chicago Paint Club since 8S. L. Sulzberger 
defeated the regular ticket and was elect- 
ed president after a hard fight in 1902. 

E. Bb. Bennett, H. I. Pfeffer and R. W. 
Evans were appointed tellers to receive 
and count the ballots cast. While these offi- 
cials were cccupied with their task, Pres- 
ident Hatt called upon W. H. Leonard, 
honorary member of the club, for a short 
talk, and he expressed his sentiments, 
acknowledging great pleasure at seeing 
such a large attendance and recalling the 
time when meetings of the Chicago Paint 
Club were held with only thirteen mem- 
bers present. B. O. Koska, ‘“‘the per- 
petual delegate to the national conven- 
tion from Lincoln, Neb.,”’ was present as 
a guest of the club, and upon being called 
upon gave a short address. 

It was agreed that the delegates to the 
Louisville convention be instructed to the 
effect that the Chicago club is strongly in 
favor of Walter D. Foss for the next 
president of the national association, and 
in favor of Cleveland ag the place for the 
next national convention. 

R. W. Evans announced that the _bal- 
lots had been counted. President Hatt 
announced as the results of the votes 
that J. N. Welter and F. S. Lewis were 
tied for president. F. L. Sulzberger and 
c. C. Smith had received the same num- 
ber of ballots for treasurer, and E. R. 
Drake and C. B. Field were tied for sec- 
retary. F. H. Hancock was chosen vice- 
president, amd M. A. Richardson and G. 
M. Breinig were elected directors, one 
of the offices of directors being unde- 
cided. 

A great deal of argument and debate 
followed the announcement of the tie 
votes, and President Hatt finally 
stated that he was compelled to declare it 
‘no election’ for the offices in which the 
candidates were tied. 

President Hatt also announced that a 
special meeting would be called for Sep- 
tember 17 for the purpose of electing 
members to fill the offices left vacant by 
the outcome of the night’s ballots. 
There being no further business to at- 
tend to and the midnight hour being al- 
most at hand, the meeting adjourned. 





Cottonseed Oil Case Settlements, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Jackson, Miss., Sept, 1, 1914. 

Attorney-General Ross <A. Collins has 
settled another of the cottonseed oil prod- 
ucts suits, included in the general bill 
fied by him against the cottonseed oil 
mills and fertilizer factories, alleging re- 
straint of trade and violation of the 
State’s anti-trust laws in fixing the price 
of cottonseed at $20 per ton. 

Attorney-General Collins said that he 
had agreed to settle the charge against 
the Hattiesburg mill of the Meridian Fer- 
tilizer factory for $00. He also settled 
the case of the Eagle Oil Mill of Meridian 


for $1,000. He also stated that he had 
already settled cases against various mills 
in the State, and had collected a sum of 
money aggregating $18,000, and had not yet 
reached the alleged trust mills. 

Cotton oil mills of Mississippi are now 
offering $12 per ton for seed, saying this 
is the maximum they can afford to pay 
in view of the European war situation. 





New Fields for Our Mineral Resources 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Sept. 4, 1914. 

In connection with the active efforts 
which Secretary Lane, of the Interior De- 
partment, is putting forth to enlist the 
various trades of the country in the de- 
velopment of the mineral resources of the 
United States and supplying in as large 
measure as possible the loss of imports 
from European countries of chemical 
products, ete., there has been prepared 
under the direction of Director George 
Otis Smith, of the United States Geologi- 
cal Survey, a bulletin on the mineral re- 
sources Of the country in which the sub- 
ject is treated from the standpoint of how 
to make the United States industrially 
independent. This subject is particularly 
interesting at this time im view of the 
effort Secretary Lane is making through 
the leading chemists whom he invited to 
confer regarding the prospects of devel- 
oping chemical works in this country to 
meet the domestic demand. A complete 
report of this conference is published 
elsewhere. 

POTASH IN CALIFORNIA. 

In connection with this latest informa- 
tion given out by the director of the 
Geological Survey Secretary Lane has 
just made public information rec eived by 
him from Searles, Cal., ‘‘that the first 
American potash will be produced by the 
Searles Lake plant within three months. 
The initial output will only be about five 
tons a day, but the plant under construc- 
tion is expected to produce 120 tons a 
day.”’ 

The bulletin prepared by Director Smith 
of the Survey on the mineral reserves of 
the country contains much matter that 
already has been made public through 
the Survey reports, and much of the in- 
formation already is in the hands of the 
members of the various trades. However, 
the subject is very important in all its 
bearings and it is desirable to call atten- 
tion to some of the comments made by 
Director Smith in regard to petroleum 
and petroleum products as well as various 
minerals and mineral products, in regard 
to which he brings out much additional 
information and suggestions which cannot 
but be valuable to the trades.

LINSEED OIL.

A very slow market has ruled 
through the week. General conditions 
have not improved, and while market 
quotations are given at 57@58c. per 
galion, according to seller, there is no 
pressure on the market. Small re- 
ceipts of seed and a nominal cake 
market are the principal factors in de- 
pressing the market for oil. For some 
time reports have been current to the 
effect that stocks of oil in sellers’ 
hands were low, and this may become 
a strengthening factor on oil prices, as 
supplies are said to be steadily de- 
creasing under present conditions. 
There is no trading in futures, and 
some sellers are not quoting beyond 
the end of the present month. Con- 
sumers of oil do not appear to be cov- 
ered ahead, but are indifferent owing 
to a belief in lower prices. Crushers 
say the tone of the market is very 
firm and should remain so until there 
is a radical change in conditions, and 
when this will happen is beyond pre- 
diction. Consuming demand for oil is 
another point on which opinions vary, 
but it is more likely to be below than 


above normal, for we can hardly ex- 
pect to export as much paints and 
varnishes as usual, and it is a ques- 


tion whether home industries will be 
as active as in other years. Produc- 
tion of oil looks very bullish, for crush- 
ers will work under the severe handi- 
cap of a limited outlet for the by- 
products. So many things may hap- 
pen, however, to change the aspect of 
the market that predictions at pres- 
ent are practically valueless. 


Seed markets are as uncertain as 
the oil markets, though the prospects 
for declines are apparently more fa- 
vorable than for oil. Trading a* c:he 
principal markets is restricted by the 
searcity of offerings, and no impor- 


tance attaches to the frequent fluctua- 


tions in, prices. iNew crop develop- 
ments in the past month would have 
been bullish under normal conditions, 


but more attention is now given to the 
possibility that this country will be 
the dumping ground for Argentine seed 
than to the extent of home production. 
The amount of seed available also will 
not be so important if crushers are 
unable to make use of it. Clearing up 
the complications in cake would go a 
long way toward settling the seed 
market, and in this respect one opin- 
ion is as good as another. Reports on 
the Western, Canadian and Buenos 
Aires markets from our own corre- 
spondents will be found on page 12.

COTTONSEED OIL. 


In contrast to the price movement 
of the previous week, the course of 
cotton oil prices was downward dur- 
ing the interval. Declines were ma- 
terial all through the market and at 
times it appeared as though support 
was entirely withdrawn. Heavy de- 
liveries of September oil hiave re- 
lieved all the stringency surrounding 
the spot position, while liquidation in 
the future shipments greatly weakened 
the general market. The movement 


of prices has been discouraging to 
holders. Recent speculative pur- 
purchases recorded substantial paper 


profits at the beginning of the week, 
but attempts to realize brought about 
a collapse in values which rapidly 
depreciated any previous gain. The 
reduced short interest and the refusal 
of refiners to support the market have 


forced the demand chiefly to con- 
sumers. It is true that there is al- 
Ways more or less investment inquiry 


prevalent, but at present this inquiry 
is stagnant and conservative inter- 
ests are inclined to discourage any sort 
of speculative operations until normal 


conditions are restored. Manufactur- 
ing consumers are buying cautiously, 
not because cotton oil is dear, but 


because there is too much uncertainty 
surrounding the market for finished 
products. There is nothing sure about 
our export trade .at present. Ordinar- 
ily the outlook would be very en- 
couraging, yet if the large consuming 
countries abroad are to feel the ef- 
fects of a famine in food stuffs, it 
seems likely they will put their energy 
to buying bread and the necessary 
Sustaining products of ‘life, rather 
than oil. This theory of course is 
only based on famine conditions which 
have resulted during previous wars. 
Export shipments from this port for 
the week amounted to 3,225 barrels, 
from other ports 3,230 barrels, making 
a total of 3,597 barrels, compared with 
3,597 barrels for the previous week. 
Crude oil has remained quiet, but 
the undertone of the primary market 
has been decidedly easier. Mills are ex- 
pected to increase their operations from 
now on and it is the general opinion 
that considerable crude oil will soon te 
for sale. So far crushers have pursued 
a very conservative policy. Seed has 
been purchased before crude oil was 
sold and in this way very little oil

This sharp upturn 
was due to the unsettled cotton situation, 
where the uncertainty of planters in regard to 
the probable action of the government in 
financing the movement of the cotton crop 
has brought operations to a standstill and left 
the trade to guess at the probable production 
of oil. If satisfactory arrangements can be 
made it is believed there will be plenty of 
new oil to be had, and at reasonable prices, 
but planters are not in a position to go ahead 
with their harvests without aid, if reports 
from the South are to be believed, and crush- 
ers cannot make contracts for future ship- 
ments of oil until they know they will have 
the necessary seed to produce sufficient oil 
to meet their obligations. Refiners show a 
willingness to contract for moderate 
tities of crude oil, and this demand, in the 
face of restricted offerings by crushers, has 
forced values to a higher level, in spite of 
continued inactivity in the trade.

Washington, Sept. 4, 1914. 
The disposition manifested by President 
Wilson’s administration to give every 
possible consideration to the various in-

The oil well supply people are being se- 
riously affected by the shut-down movement 
over the country. They are well aware of 


the reasons why many drilling contractors and 


operators are unable to pay over-due accounts 
Extensions of time on these obligations have 
been generously granted, and there is no 
squeezing of debtors who can show that they 
are unable to meet the obligations to ay 
promptly. War and over-production of crude 
and refined oils are cause of the delayed pay 
ments, but as soon as the war embargo is 
lifted the surplus oils that now clog the mar 
kets of this country will be cared for. The 
southwest fields are in just as bad shape as 


any of the other fields with this clogged market

The statement was also made that about 
20 per cent. of the aniline dyes used in the 
United States are produced here; that there is 


only about a three month's supply of dyestuffs 


in this country and that the manufacturers 
in Germany have a supply on hand that would 
last this country for about a year if it could 


be procured; that 
the manufacture of 


most of the processes for 
dyestuffs are covered in 


this country by German patents which pre- 
cludes their use by our mafufacturers, but 
that all these patents are being used as rap- 
idly as they expire, and that products cov- 
ered by foreign patents which have now ex- 
pired are selling by the pound for what they 


sold by the ounce before 
patents, 

It was thought by all the representatives 
of the manufacturers present that it was not 
profitable to go into the business, for the rea- 
son that a demand could not be secured for 
a sufficient amount of American dyestuffs. The 
textile representatives stated that this was 
due to the fact that they could purchase dye- 
stuffs manufactured abroad cheaper than they 
could purchase the same material in America. 
Secretary Lane asked if it was not possible 
to secure capital to invest in manufacturing 
plants if the users of dyestuffs would get to 
gether and give the manufacturers sufficient 
business. This was answered by the statement 
that {ft was impracticable and even impos- 
sible to get the users of dyestuffs to enter 
such an agreement, on account of the change 
of styles, the different materials required, and 
the uncertainty of demand which would pre- 
clude the placing of orders for a period of sev- 
eral years.

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Harrison Bill Conference Negotiations 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Sept. 4, 1914. 


The situation with respect to the anti- 
narcotic bill known as the Harrison bill 
in conference during the past week has 
been one of comparatively little progress, 
although, as was stated a week ago, 


practically all of the issues dividing the 
committees of the two houses in agree- 
ing upon the bill have been adjusted. 


The present situation is that the conferees 
on the part of the Senate, including Sen- 
ators Thomas, Williams and McCumber, 
who have devoted the most attention to 
this subject, as well as Senator Smoot, 
of Utah, also a member of the Finance 
Committee and of the conference, have 
been making an effort to agree upon a 
substitute to the last part of sub-section 
(a) of section 2 relating to the personal 
attendance of physicians upon patients. 
The House conferees have urged a tight- 
ening up of this provision and have in- 
sisted that the proposition as inserted in 
the bill by the Senate, to the effect that 
such physician, dentist or veterinary 
surgeon shall have been employed for 
that particular patient to give such drug, 
is so loose and indefinite as to open the 
way for gross frauds in the dispensing of 
opium, cccaine, etc. The question raised 
appears to be as to what shall constitute 
personal attendance by physicians. The 
Hcuse bill originally called for ‘‘personal 
attendance” upon such patients. The 
Senate changed this to “employed to pre- 
scribe.’ It was contended in the Senate 
that the House provision would be an in- 
justice and work hardships in the case of 
country practitioners who may give di- 
rections over the telephone even to fam- 
ilies where the practice is constant, and 
that all it is desired to be secured is that 
the physician has been employed for the 





particular case in which the drug is ad- 
ministered. 

After two or three conferences held 
during the early part of the week the 
conferees revresenting both houses sep- 
arated with the understanding that the 


Senate conferees would endeavor to agree 
upon a substitute more in keeping with 
the ideas suggested by the House con- 
ferees, and that the conference between 
the two houses should be resumed when 
this agreement among the Senators had 
been secured. It was stated to-day that 
the Senate conferees have not yet been 
able to agree but hope to do so within a 
few days. This will carry the conference 
over until next week. 

Other matters in the bill still unsettled 


relate to a provision of section 6 in the 
preposed increase by the Senate of the 
contents of medicinal preparations, lina- 


ments, compounds, etc., from one-twelfth 
of a grain of heroin to one-fourth of a 
grain, the latter figure being provided by 
the Senate amendment. The House con- 
ferees have objected to this as too large 
an increase, and it is probable that some 
reduction will be made.

of doubtful valve, as nurses usually are 
employed by the patient rather than by 
the physician. 

The foregoing points indicate the mat- 
ters in dispute, but practically all that 
Seems to be dividing the conference com- 
miitees is the language to be employed 
with reference to personal attendance of 
physicians.

have been SO Overwhelmed with protests 
from physicians and dispensers ol nar- 
cotic drugs that they admit that they 


have become bewildered as to the merits

This idea, however, is 
strongly combated by the friends of the 
measure in the conference committees

New York Health Board Adds to Poison 


Labeling Requirements. 


An amendment to the local 
compelling the labeling of all 
fered for sale at retail, whereby the re- 
quirements for such labeling have been 
consdierably extended, has just been 
adopted by the New York city Board of 
Health and incorporated in that board's 
sanitary code. In addition to retaining 
the requirement for labeling such _ poi- 
sons with the word ‘Poison’’ in red ink, 
accompanied by the name of the poison 
and the name and place of business of 
the druggist who dispenses them, this re- 
vised ordinance demands that a regula- 
tion skull and crossbones and the word 
“Caution,’’ as well as a statement of the 
maximum dose of the poison and th 
antidote therefor shall also appear on the 
label, and that ‘medicinal compounds 
countaining poisonous drugs in therapeu-

tic doses’”’ shall likewise be labeled with 
their maximum dosages, although ex- 
empting the latter preparations from the 


requirement of other labeling. 








The chief objection which the manufac- 
turing and wholesale drug interests, and 
the pharmacists of this city are making 
to these additional requirements for poi- 
son labeling in the local ordinance is 
based upon the impossibility of deter- 
mining with any degree of accuracy what

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 


Because of an unrelieved scarcity of 
supplies in most departments of this 
market, only a comparatively small 
volume of business has been recorded 


Within the week. Many consumers, 
and especially the tanning interests, 


who usually buy extensively of men- 


haden and cod oils, have been unable 
to operate on their customary scale, 


because of the fact that their principal 


basic materials have been held up 
abroad. Despite the curtailment of 
purchasing operations in these direc- 


tions, there has been an increasing de- 
mand for red oil and stearic acid and 
pric s for these commodities have 
been marked up sharply, while slight- 
ly lower figures have been named for 
menhaden oil, in view of improved 
fishing returns. A noteworthy short- 
age of degras has also brought about 
higher prices for the neutral and Ger- 
man grades. Lard, neatsfoot and tal- 
low oils have remained quiet and 
featureless. A review of the important 
articles in the list follows:— 

COD OIL.—As domestic fishing con- 
tinues extremely poor, while imports 
of foreign oil are virtually shut off by 
almost prohibitive war risk insurance 
and heavy ocean freight rates, holders 
of this oil are still extremely firm in 
their views. Offerings by first hands 
have been very light and, as the fish- 


ing off Newfoundland shows no im- 
provement, operators are disinclined 
to trade in forward positions. As 
many consumers have suspended op- 


erations, in consequence of their ina- 
bility to obtain supplies of other raw 
materials, due to the European war, 
the demand has not been especially 
active.

Late advices 


New York and Pittsburgh Exchanges 
May Revive Trading in Oil Pipe 
Line Certificates. 


A proposal to re-establish a market for 
petroleum pipe line certificates has been 
launched by the New York Consolidated 





Stock Exchange and the Pittsburgh 
Stock Exchange, and the movement is 
calculated to enlist general support on 


the part of the petroleum companies and 
producers as a result of the regulation 
of the country’s pipe lines as common 
carriers under the direction of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, in accord- 
ance with the recent decree of the United 
States Supreme Court, and the announce- 
ment that the oil carrying companies will 
issue negotiable certificates for stored 
oil as a means of relief to the producing 
concerns and individuals pending the 
marketing of their oil. President de 
Aguero’s letter which has been forwarded 
to the principal companies in the East- 


ern and mid-continent fields is as fol- 
lows:— 
In conformity with the ruling of the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission in a notice to all 
pipe line companies, dated July 17, 1914, it 
will be incumbent upon said pipe line com- 
panies to receive as common carriers any oil 
tendered by producers and to issue therefor 
certificates. You will doubtless recall that up 
to 1899 there were active dealings in pipe cer- 
tificates on oil exchanges in various cities 
throughout the oil regions and at New York. 

The Consolidated exchange is the outcome of 
the consolidation of the New York Petroleum 
Exchange and the New York Mining Stock and 
National Petroleum exchanges. As long as 
dealings were had in pipe line certificates this 
exchange was a prime factor in those deal- 
ings, transactions running as high as 20,000,000 
barrels in one day. Therefore this exchange 
is the natural and logical home of the oil in- 
dustry should such dealings be resumed. 

The advantage to the producer is that he al- 
ways has a ready market and can either sell 
his oil immediately or make a loan on his 
certificates through his ‘broker and carry his 
oil until the market suits him. If proper in- 
terest in and support of the project are evinced 
by the oil interests this exchange will reopen 


its oil department and afford facilities for 
dealings in the different grades and kinds of 
oil. 


Petroleum operations constituted an 
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important branch of the New York Con- 
solidated Exchange’s trading during the 


"80s, with 1885 as the banner year, when 
3,612,138,000 barrels were dealt in. In 
commenting upon the proposal to re- 


establish the exchange as a medium of 
pipe line certificate trading, President de 
Aguero stated that he regarded the op- 
portunities much more favorable under 


present conditions than formerly, since 
stocks above ground, on which certifi- 
cates were available, were of such a 


substantial volume, amounting to 60,000,- 
0 barrels in the mid-continent field 
alone, that they afforded a basis of sound 
and extensive negotiation, whereas in the 
early days of exchange operations they 
were of a relatively moderate extent and 
might easily be made the means of ex- 
treme speculative propensities. 

Pittsburgh advices in reporting the un- 
dertaking to list the pipe line certificates 
among the securities on the Stock Ex- 
change of that city, state that the ex- 
change has always traded in these cer- 
tificates when members desired to do so 
and has all the necessary machinery es- 
tablished for trading in them. At a 
meeting of the members of the old Pitts- 
burgh Oil Exchange held in that city, 
as the result of the announcement of the 
National Transit Company and the Pro- 
ducers and Refiners’ Oil Company, Ltd., 
that they will issue negotiable warrants 
for Pennsylvania crude oil in their lines 
and tanks, the prevailing opinion was 
that an open market had become a neces- 
sity. The meeting déalt only with prelim- 
inaries, but the establishment of a new 
oil exchange in Pittsburgh was regarded 
probable, especially if the fixed price sys- 
tem is abolished. 





Drake Day Celebration. 


The fifty-fifth anniversary of the drill- 
ing of the Drake oil well at Titusville, 
Pa., was the occasion of an interesting 
celebration at Fieldmore Park, Titusville, 
August 27, and marked the first formal 
observance of the event whch was des- 
tined to develop into one of the leading 
industries of the country, under the 
auspices of the Drake Memorial Associa- 


tion. It was essentially an opportunity 
for the renewal of old associations 
among operators in the Eastern oil 
fields and they were present in large 


numbers. The mid-continent field was also 
well represented. The necessity of a 
home for old and indigent oil men and 
the perpetuation of the Drake day cele- 
bration in every oil center throughout 
the country were the keynotes of the 
recent celebration. The urgent need of 
support for the Drake Memorial Mu- 
seum was also brought to the consid- 
eration of the attendants. 

The ceremonies were opened by Will- 
iam H. Hoffman, president of the Drake 
Memorial Association, who in an ap- 
propriate address, related the significance 
of Colonel Drake’s achievement in 1859, 
as demonstrated by the remarkable 
growth of the petroleum industry dur- 
ing the last fifty-five years. Trustee Bell 
read a number of letters and telegrams 
from those who were unable to be pres- 
ent, including Mrs. Edwin L. Drake, of 
Philadelphia, widow of Colonel Drake, 
and Dr. David T. Day, petroleum expert 
of the United States Geological Survey. 
The treasurer’s report showed receipts 
of $1,101 from forty-four life and one 
annual memberships, with disbursements 
of $370.72. The speakers included a num- 
ber of oil men who have been associated 
with the earliest stages of the industry 
and their addresses were of an unusually 
interesting and reminiscent character. 
Trustee Bell of the Drake museum spoke 
eloquently on a subject of appealing sig- 


nificance, the foundation of a home for 
old and indigent oil men and he urged 
his hearers to give the subject their 


most earnest consideration. He related 
the valuable work being done by the mu- 
seum in perpetuating the records and 
relics of the oil fields. 


To Promote Cottonseed Meal Trade. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Sept. 4, 1914. 


The attention of the United States Sen- 
ate has been specifically called to the de- 
sirability that Congress shall do some- 
thing to promote the export trade in cot- 
ton, and that particular efforts be made 
by the Secretaries of the Agriculture and 
Commerce Departments to extend the 
trade of the cottonseed meal to parts of 
the United States where cottonseed meal 
has not yet found a desirable market. 
Resolutions covering these subjects have 
been presented to the Senate by Senator 
Sheppard of Texas following out the ideas 
presented here on behalf of the Southern 
Cottonseed Crushers’ Association. 

The resolution with respect to the cot- 
ton industry calls attention to the inter- 
ruption in the export trade in cotton con- 
sequent upon the war, and asks that the 
Secretary of State be authorized and re- 
quested to confer with the Secretary of 
Commerce and with representatives of 
foreign governments in Washington “in 
order to secure their co-operation in the 
development of such measures and to re- 
port to Congress at the earliest practi- 
eable date the result of the efforts which 
they are asked to make to restore the ex- 
port cotton trade to something like its 
former status.”’ 

With reference to the trade in cotton- 
seed meal, attention is called in the reso- 
lution submitted by Senator Sheppard, 
which was referred to the Committee on 
Agriculture (S. Con. Res. 33) that there 
are 500,000 tons of cottonseed meal and 
cake hitherto annually exported, and that 
by reason of the foreign war there is a 
surplus equaling about one-third of the 
total output. The point is made that a 
dumping of this surplus upon the domestic 
markets would have the effect to depress 
the price and cause heavy losses to the 
farmers and producers of the raw mate- 
rial. The resolution therefore sets forth 
the following:— 

That the Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Secretary of Commerce are hereby authorized 
and requested immediately to investigate the 
possibility of wider domestic markets for these 
products, especially in the Northwest, Northern 
and Northeast sections of the United States, 
and to report to Congress at the earliest prac- 
ticable date a plan for acquainting these sec- 
tions with the value and availability of these 
products as a feed for domestic animals, and 
for the marketing in these sections of the sur- 
plus of these products heretofore exported.

Germany neither exports nor imports 
margarin in appreciable quantity; manu 
facturing js done only for home consump- 
tion. The production is said to have 
doubled im the last five years, and to be 
at present 20,000 metric tons per yea! 
As it is practically all kept at home, the 
consumption of 66,800,000 people is over 
8 pounds per capita, and is thought to be 
increasing 20 per cent. per year. This in- 
crease jis apparently due to an increasing 
demand for better living; it is not made 
at the expense of butter, for the import of 
butter is itself not perceptibly decreasing. 
The butter imports into Germany have 
been as follows, in metric tons:—1908, 
1909, 44,780; 1910, 42,101; 1911, 56,073; 
93; 1913, 54,239.

The German margarin laws are intended 
not to restrict the industry, but only to 
prevent fraud in selling it as butter. The 
salient features are as follows: 

1. Dealers must be registered with the police, 
and must display a sign (‘even in market 
stalls) ‘‘Margarin Sold Here.’ 

2. Margarin and butter may not both be 
made or packed in the same room. 

3. All packages must be plainly stamped 
*‘Margarin’’ and must have a red band paint- 
ed all the way round 

4. Butter may not be used in any quantity as 
an ingredient, and no greater weight of milk 
(or equivalent cream) may be used in the 
churning process than the combined weight of 
the other ingredients. 

5. Sesame oil must be an ingredient to the 
extent of at least 10 per cent. of the whole 
weight of fats. 

6. There is no restriction on coloring except 
that in common with all other ingredients it 
must he subject to the inspection and approval 
of the health authorities 

Sesame oil is prescribed as an ingredient 
because its presence jis detected by sim- 
pler tests than that of any other edible 
fat. If margarin is sold as butter, or used 
to adulterate it, the sesame oil test quick- 
ly and easily reveals the fact. On account 
of the usually high price of sesame oil, 
no more than the legal requirement is 
generally used; but even to that extent 
it entirely removes 25,000 tons (137,500 bar- 
rels) of liquid oil from the total of 55,000 
tons used, leaving only 30,000 tons (165,000 
barrels) for cottonseed oil competition. 
Even then the American oil must divide 
with the German made, and stand an im- 
port duty of 12% marks per 100 kilos gross 
(equal to 15 marks on the net weight of 
oil, or 1.65 cents per pound). As the refin- 
ing and deodorizing methods improve 
from year to year, the chances are that 
more and more of the German-made 
Egyptian cottonseed oil will replace the 
American. 

The Netherlands, 


In the Netherlands the manufacture of 
margarin has been a staple industry for 
twenty-five years, and has been the most 
important outlet for American edible cot- 
tonseed oil. There is no law requiring the 
use of sesame oil, and no cottonseed oil 
is produced at home. This country should 
continue to be America’s best customer 
as long as American oil is made good 
enough for Dutch high grade goods. 7T he 
import duty on vegetable oils is 0.55 florin 
per 100 kilos (one-tenth of a cent per 
pound). : 

From 1897 to 19% the average export of 
margarin from the Netherlands was 48,000 
metric tons per year, being three or four 
times that of butter. In recent years the 
relative movement has been as follows:—

These conclusions are based on net 
exports alone, not taking into account 


domestic consumption, which in _ 1913 
reached 55,000 metric tons. For a popula- 
tion of 6,100,000, this is about 20 pounds per 
capita. It is evidently a part of the na- 
tional thrift to ship away the fine butter 
and eat margarin, which costs about half 
as much. 

The business is: being more and more 
concentrated in the hands of two or three 
strong concerns that have distributing 
branches in England, Germany and Scan- 
dinavia. These concerns are also inter- 
ested jn oil mills for crushing copra, palm 
kernels and peanuts.

LINSEED OIL. 

The refusal of buyers to interest them- 
selves in the market brought forth efforts 
of holders to stimulate them by offer- 
ing amounts at more favorable prices. A 
weak feeling prevailed, with 56c. per gal- 
lon for the raw, and Sic. a gallon for the 
boiled oil, the prices ruling at the close 
of the week. While the trade was light 
and entirely unsatisfactory, the idea must 
not be conceived that none of the oil 
offering is meeting with buyers. There 
were purchases of small lots made by in- 





terests which are steady users of oil, 
but this demand is not large enough to 
take care of all the oil that local crush- 
ers are able to produce. Even these 
smaller buyers who are forced to carry 
eertain quantities of oil to meet their 
daily needs are endeavoring to supply 


their needs at the best figures obtainable, 
in some instances remaining out of the 
market for a short period in an attempt 


to force holders to lower their prices 
when some factor in the flax market or 
in the war situation seems to warrant it. 
With practically all the oil manufactur- 
ers and oil-using industries at a stand- 
still, and many employees of the oil 


companies abroad at war in the belliger- 
ent countries, the fact that the ocean 
lanes to the Continent are open is only 
a partial solution of the situation. Ship- 
ments to the United Kingdom have been 
resumed, but in nowhere near the quan- 
tities normally expected, all of which has 
a depressing effect on interested people 
at Chicago. 1e sharp changes in flaxseed 
values also has a restraining influence in 
this line. Practically no mention is made 
of future trading in linseed oil. Users are 
nwilling to commit themselves to future 
takings, because of the many uncertain- 
surrounding the market, and which 
ire likely to be seen for some time to

The cutting of the 
crop in the United States has already 
been commenced in sections where the 
crop was sown early, but, as yet, none 


of the seed has moved to market, the ar- 
rivals at the larger distributive flax cen- 


ters of late have been decidedly light. 
While ocean lanes are opened to the 
United Kingdom, there is nevertheless 


considerable risk taken in shipments un- 
der existing conditions and holders in this 
country are unwilling to dispose of their 
stocks until a further improvement is 
seen. The crop of the United States will 


be a small one, according to latest ad- 
vices, and it is expected that that coun- 
try will be forced to draw upon Argentina 
for larger quantities of seed than here- 
tofore believed.

JULY REVIEW OF CALIFORNIA 


PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 

Los Angeles, Aug. 29, 1914. 
The report of field operations for July in the 
California fields shows a big decline in produc- 
tion of nearly 500,000 barrels. They, also, how- 
ever, show a corresponding in ship- 
ments, so that the amount of oil that went into 
storage during the month exceeded 700,000 bar- 
rels, a daily overproduction of over 22,000 bar-

rels. 

The situation shows little improvement over 
last month, although there is a disposition to 
continue curtailing drilling operations. rhe 
Standard Oil Company has issued an appeal 
to the producers to reduce their production as 
much as possible to meet the exegencies of the 
present situation. id 

In addition to the present overproduction 


there is still to be added a shut in production 
bringing 


aggregating 14,000 barrels a day, 
the actual overproduction up to 37,000 barrels 
a day. All the marketing companies are 


swamped for storage. The Standard has been 
obliged to cut down its receipts from produc- 
ing companies to the minimum amount of oil 
ealled for in their contracts, and has an- 
nounced that it can at present make ho more 
new contracts. The independent agency finds 
itself obliged to cut down its production. 

Foreign shipments have been greatly re- 
duced on account of the war, and it is not 
known how long this condition will continue. 
Stocks have climbed until the total amount of 
oil on hand July 31 was 52,937,438 barrels. 

Prices remain the same, with a weakened 
tendency for high-grade oil and a strong tone 
to the lower grades. 

REDUCTION AND SHIPMENTS. 

A total output for all fields for the month 
was 8,971,625 barrels, a daily production of 
289,407 barrels, a decline from the month pre- 
vious of about 12,000 barrels a day. The loss 
is confined to the Sunset-Midway and the 
Fullerton-Whittier districts, although these 
two fields still are the most active in the 
State and produce five-eighths of the total 
output. 

The other fields in the State show 
change from previous report. 

The total number of wells producing in July 
was 6,034.

This decline in shipments is not of a per- 
manent character, and simply indicates the 
present unsettled conditions of the market. 


However, it can be seen how necessary it is 


to choke down production to the minimum 
until better conditions prevail. Nothing new 
has developed in the movement to unite the 


light oil producers into an agency or combine 
for mutual protection.

Washington, Sept. 4, 1914. 

In the series of announcements made by 
the officials of the Department of Agri- 
culture governing the matter of enforcing 
fhe food and drugs law and kindred acts 
ot Congress covering characters of food 
products and feeding stuffs, a statement 
is made by Dr. Alsberg, in a communica- 
tion addressed to a correspondent of the 
bureau, in regard to poultry foods con- 
taining limestone or calcium phosphate. 
Dr. Alsberg said:— 


The bureau has carefully considered the label- 
ing of poultry foods which contain limestone 
or calcium phosphate present in the form of 
grit, and has reached the conclusion that both 
of ene substances must be considered poultry 
foods. 

While it is undoubtedly true that some of 
the poultry foods on the market contain much 
more calcium carbonate (limestone) or much 
more calcium phosphate than is necessary to 
supply the chickens’ needs in building up tis- 
sues, it is not known how much of these con- 
stituents is used by the organism in building 
tissue and how much as a grinding material. 
Consequently it is impossible to limit the cal- 
cium carbonate or calcium phosphate to a par- 
ticular figure and say that above this figure 
the constituents named no longer act as food 
materials. 

In view of the above, no statement on the 
label relative to grit is required under the 
provisions of the food and drugs act, in case 
the grit is composed of calcium carbonate or 
calcium phosphate, provided that such calcium 
carbonate or calcium phosphate is not present 
in excessive amount. It is understood, how- 


ever, that under a number of the State laws 
the grit must be mentioned among the in- 
gredients. 


It must be shown by manufacturers in 
respect to food products shipped in inter- 
state commerce after September 3 of this 
year, at what time the order went into 
effect with reference to interstate ship- 
ments of products without the weight on 
the label. The department in a communi- 
cation on the subject says:— 

While this question, being purely legal, can- 
not be authoritatively determined by the De- 
partment of Agrimture ,and must be decided 





partment are:— 

First—That the penalties of the act of fine, 
imprisonment or confiscation cannot be en- 
forced for violation of the net-weight amend- 
ment in respect to domestic food products pre- 
pared, or foreign food products imported, prior 
to September 3, 1914. 

Second—That if, after September 3, 1914, 
packages of food products not marked as re- 
quired by this amendment be shipped in inter- 
state or foreign commerce, or otherwise brought 
within the jurisdiction of the food and drugs 
act, the burden will be upon the person guilty 
of the violation to show that the article, if 
domestic, was prepared, or, if foreign, was 
imported, prior to September 3, 1914. 

Third—Persons guilty of violations who can- 
not make proof that the preparation in the 
case of domestic, or importation in the case 
of foreign, food products was prior to Septem~- 
ber 3, 1914, will be subject to the penalties of 
the food and drugs act. 

Further in regard to weight and volume 
regulations in food inspection decision No. 
154, the Secretary of Agriculture has writ- 
ten a letter as follows:- - 

The requirement of sub-division (a) of regu- 
lation 29 as amended (F. [. D. 154), that the 
gtatement shall be ‘‘on the outside of the 
covering or container usually delivered to con- 
sumers,’’ was intended to indicate which cov- 
ering should bear the statement when more 
than one container was used. It was not in- 
tended to imply that packages of food products 
might be sold unmarked. ; : 

The question as to whether a certain article 
constitutes ‘‘food in package form’’ within the 
mearing of the act of March 3, 1913, amend- 
ing the Federal Food and Drugs Act, is a 
question of law which cannot be finally deter- 
mined by this department. In the opinion of 
the department, however, apples and other va- 
rieties of fruit packed in barrels or boxes, 
potatoes in sacks, and fruit in crates or 
baskets are all food in package form within the 
meaning of the law, and should be marked 
with the quantity of the contents in accord- 
ance with regulation 20, as amended by food 
inspection decision 154.

In the opinion of the department the net- 
weight amendment to the Federal Food and 
Drugs Act does not apply where the goods are 
not in package form at the time of sale in the 
District of Columbia or in the Territories or at 
the time of shipment in interstate or foreign 
commerce. 

The department is unable to agree with you 
that a statement of the quantity of the con- 
tents is not required on repacked articles. If 
in package form and otherwise subject to the 
food and drugs act, the quantity of the con- 
tents must be stated, irrespective of whether 
the articles remain in the containers in which 
first packed. 

The department is further of the opinion that 
you are correct in your interpretation of the 
law ag set forth in the postscript of your letter, 
that the marking of boxes of apples to show 
merely the number of apples therein is not a 
sufficient marking for the purposes of the net- 
weight amendment. 

Another communication sent to a corre- 
spondent by Dr. Alsberg, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, discusses the ex- 
pression ‘“‘No. %,” referring to the size 
of can in which shipments are made, it is 
held that this marking is regarding is 
not misleading. The communication by 
Dr. Alsberg is as follows:— 

In reply to your inquiry whether the use of 
the statement No. %"’' on a shipping box 
which contains two dozen cans, each of which 
bears a true declaration of the quantity of the 
contents, is in conformity with the food and 
drugs act as amended March 3, 1913, and the 
regulations thereunder, you are informed that 
the use of the statement ‘‘No. 14" will be per- 
mitted in the marking of outside shipping con- 
tainers. This will not permit the use of the 
term ‘‘% cans,’’ which is considered misleading 
as indicated in a previous letter. 

A recent letter sent out by the Bureau 
of Chemistry in the plans of the depart- 
ment for giving information connected 
with the enforcement of the food and 
drugs law discussed certain markings as 
to weights. This letter is now recalled 
by the department with a correction made 
in connection with a restatement of the 
matter as follows:— 

The above mentioned letter was in error in 
stating that drams are units of troy weight. 
*‘Dram’’ unqualified refers to a recognized sub- 
division (one-sixteenth) of an  avoirdupois 
ounce. A “fluid dram"’ is one-eighth cf a 


an expression of apothecaries’ weight, but such 
usage does not have the legal basis that is ac- 
corded the avoirdupois weight or the Unitea 
States liquid measure. 

The reply is hereby recalled, and the follow- 
ing should be substituted therefor: The sub- 
ject of your inquiry is covered by paragraph 
(d) of the regulations under the weight and 
volume amendment to the food and drugs act 
(F. I. D. 514). 

There would be ‘no objection to the statement 
‘S fluid drams.’’ However, a statement read- 
ing ‘15 fluid drams’’ is not in conformance 
with paragraph (d), inasmuch as 8 fluid drams 
constitute 1 fluid ounce. Please also note the 
exemptions for small packages given in para- 
graphs (j) and (k).

Though there has bcen no abate- 
ment of the upward movement in some 


devariments of the drug market, the 
tendency toward materially higher 
levels has been checked in other direc- 
tions within the week by arritals from 
England and Italy of a few lots of 
some articles hitherto in exceedingly 
scanty supply and by a heavy falling 


off in buying operations, due to a 


gradual cessation of speculative activ- 


ities and attempts by consumers to 
cover their requirements well ahead 
while the market was almost pare ol 
supplies. 

‘Thus while panicky. conditions 
throughout Turkey have brought all 
business to a halt there and have in- 
spired a further uplift of prices by 


local importers and other handiers for 
this commodity, the fact that ship- 
ments are still being made from Great 
Britain and Italy has sufficed to lower 
and 


prices for caraway and dill seeds 

several other articles, not usually 
shipped from Zritish and Italian 
ports, but which had been sent to 


these centers prior to the outbreak of 
the war in Europe and which are now 
being transshipped from these places. 
Furthermore, the comparatively high 
prices now offered for many articles 
of foreign origin which are held to 
some extent in remote quarters in the 
United States is bringing these par- 
cels to light rapidly, and with the con- 
sequent replenishing of stocks here, 
though a robbing of Peter to pay Paul 
scheme, quotations for such com- 
modities are seeking more normal 
levels, temporarily, at least. 
Prominent among the articles which 
have recorded declines within the 
week are menthol, for which the local 
market has broken sharply with the 
realization that present stocks are 
proving adequate, while shipments 
from Japan continue to be made; 
naphthaline balls, on augmented spot 
stocks; lycopodium, small flake man- 
na, quicksilver, benzoate of soda, bay- 
berry bark, Tahiti vanilla beans, the 
Messina essences, peppermint oil, Ger- 
man marjoram, thyme leaves, Mexi- 
can sarsaparilla root, caraway seed, 
dill seed, foenugreek seed, nitrate of 
silver and many of the crude spices. 
On the other hand, there have been 
further advances in all descriptions of 
opium, despite the arrival here of 30 
additional cases of the gum; in re- 
fined fusel oil, colocynth apple pulp, 
all varieties of glycerine, both true 
and artificial Venice turpentine, ben- 
zoic acid, carbolic acid, natural and 
artificial mustard oil, Curacoa aloes, 
scammony resin, German henbane, 
stemless sage leaves, savory, German 
dandelion, South American canary 
seed, Malta cumin seed, large and 
small German fennel seed, most of the 
mustard seeds, and Japan wax. 
Pharmaceutical and chemical manu- 
facturing interests in New York. City 
have been greatly annoyed within the 
week at the recent action of the local 
Board of Health in imposing addi- 
tional burdens upon them on the score 


of poison labeling by adopting an 
amendment to Section 66 of the 
Board’s Sanitary Code, whereby they 


will be compelled hereafter to label all 
their poisons with the words “Poison,” 
accom anied by a regulation skull and 
crossbones legend, and “Caution,” to- 
gether with a statement of the max- 
imum dose and the antidote generally 
recognized in each instance, and also 
to label “Medicinal compounds con- 
taining poisonous drugs in therapeutic 
doses” with their maximum dosages. 
These manufacturing interests are at 
a loss what to do in order to comply 
with this new local ordinance, inas- 
much as there are no recognized max- 
imum dosages for any of the poisons 
or for “medicinal compounds contain- 
ing poisonous drugs in therapeutic 
doses,” the quantities specified in each 
of the several works on materia med- 
ica varying greatly on this subject.

BERGAMOT.—In view of a further

Palermo, Aug. 8, 1914. 

The war has brought business in most of the 
Continental countries to a standstill and has 
caused no little anxiety in this country of late. 
Business has been halted chiefly by the fol- 
lowing developments :— 

First—A decree of August 4 authorizing the 
banks to pay only 5 per cent. of the deposits 
in their hands on that date and then to pro- 
rogate any further payments until the 20th 
inst. 

Second—Banking business has been suspended 
in all countries, and there are no longer quota- 
tions of ratea for foreign exchange.

000,000 barrels a day. The value of the 
warrants, which are practically ware- 
house receipts, would vary, of course, 
according to the grade of oil they 
represented. 


American Can Co. has declared the 
regular quarterly preferred dividend 
of 1%, payable October 1 to stock of 
record September 16.

London 
mail advices dated August 21 de- 
scribed the market there as a dead let- 
ter, with a few odds and ends of sec- 
ond orange sold at 58@59s. Contracts 
for arrival and delivery were reported 
stil] unsettled. 

Local conditions have undergone no 
material change. Dealers, as a rule, 
report a continued good consuming de- 
mand and are able to meet the usual 
requirements of their trade, checking 
any disposition on the part of buyers 
to operate for speculative account. 
Quotations for T. N. are 18@19c., as to 
style of package and seller. In one 
quarter bleached was offered at 18c, 
for commercial and 23c. for bone dry, 
but the more general quotations were 
19 and 24c., at which sales were re- 
ported. The goods on the Keelung, 
which arrived August 24 were de- 
scribed as moving from free to light 
matted both for bags and cases. 


HERBS AND LEAVES, 


BELLADONNA.—So great is_ the 
scarcity of this herb that local han- 
dlers are being compelled to ask $2@ 
2.50, as to quality and holder, for their 
meager stocks. 

HENBANE.—The German _ variety 
has been advanced still further with- 
in the week, on a shortage of supplies 
here, and is now being generally firm- 
ly held at 35c., with several sales re- 
ported at that figure.

SEEDS, 


CANARY.—Smyrna_ seed _ is. still 
practically unobtainable here and is 
almost impossible to procure in Turkey 


as the stocks there are not being 
shipped, as hitherto, to the port of 
Rodosto, where they might become 


available for export, in the event of a 
resumption of shipping operations 
from that country. South Amer‘can 
seed, which is almost as scarce as the 
Smyrna variety, is beng held at 13% 
@13%c., or a cent and a half higher 
than a week ago. The local market 
continues bare of Sicily seed. 

Our correspondent in Smyrna 
advised us as follows:— 

Smyrna, Aug. 8, 1914. 

The crop is now figured between 80,000 and 
100,000 bags, but steamers no longer touch 
Rodosto, because of the war, and America 
therefore can no longer reckon on supplies 
from Turkey.

FENNEL.—Large and small German 
seed is now being held at 30 and 20c., re- 
spectively, but Italian and Roumanian 
varieties continue to be offered at 1:@ 
l6c., and at 15@17c., respectively. 


SPICES, 


With the exception of chillies, whose 
prices have generally been advanced 
slightly on a noteworthy scarcity of 
spot stocks and a virtual cessation of 
all offers for forward shipments from 
Europe, quotations for crude spices 
have been revised doWnward slightly 
for the purpose of stimulating buying 
operations. The demand is now espe-

WAXES, 


JAPAN.—Spot stocks of this wax are 
so light that holders have raised their 
prices a half cent further to a mini- 
mum of 18%c., while still asking up to 
20c. in some quarters. A few offers 
have recently been made for Septem- 
ber shipment from Japan at an equiv- 
alent of 11%c., cost and freight. In 
London business has been done at 5is.

London Drug Market. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
London, Aug. 28, 1914 

Although the general state of affairs in re- 
gard to drugs and fine chemicals is still dis- 
organized, there are broad influences at work 
tending to straighten out things. The Brit- 
ish Government has acted with a prompitude 
and wisdom which finds commendation from 
all quarters here. In their broad financial 
policy they have been actuated by a desire to 
assist traders, and in response to suggestions 
that all the credit and assistance received by 
the joint stock banks from the Bank of Eng- 
land and the government has not been passed 
on to traders, the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
indicated this week that more pressue would 
be brought on and greater facilities given to 
the banks so that they could deal more gen- 
erously with advances against documents and 
other securities. Every effort is being made 
by the government to foster home production 
of goods which have normally chiefly come 
from Germany and Austria. To best the 
enemy commercially as well as in a military 
sense is the avowed policy of our State au- 
thorities. The ostracizing of German goods 
on the home market and the capture of Ger- 
man export trade are two directions in which 
this programme is urged by official pamphlet 
and in the public press. Another indication of 
it is the prompt amendment of the patent law 
by which the Board of Trade is enabled to 
abrogate a German and Austrian owned patent 
and to grant licenses to the subjects of Britain 
and friendly nations to work such. A similar 
amendment of the law has been made in re- 
spect of German and Austrian owned trade- 
marks. Of course, it is a question whether 
our manufacturers will be prepared to put 
down capital for plants to produce some of 
the fine chemicals, patented or otherwise, 
which the German factories have hitherto 
made. Such enterprise requires, in fact, some- 
thing more than capital; it calls for a special 
chemical technology, suitable supplies of raw 
materials and assistance from the government 
in a supply of duty-free alcohol. These are 
but instances of the considerations that enter 
into the matter and which cause our indus- 
trialists to hasten slowly in taking up new pro- 
ductions. There is no doubt that we shall see 
some development in this direction; in fact, we 
are already experiencing a little, as in cocaine 
the production of which in England is now 
proceeding, having been made practical] as a 
result of the higher market value 

Turning to another general question, the gov- 
ernment, as indicated in previous dispatches, 
has been much concerned by the heavy uplift 
in values of many medicinal chemicals and 


crude drugs, and proposed to take action along 
the line of taking possession of any which they 
considered unreasonably withheld—to acquire 
them at a price determined as reasonable by 
mutual agreement on by a judge of the High 
Court. The House of Commone passed an act 
this week which enables the government to 
do this and also to enforce the giving to gov- 
ernment officials of particulars of stocks of any 
article. This latter is required to enable them 
to form an opinion as to whether stocks are 
being withheld, but such a return is not to be 
a necessary precedent to government acqulisi- 
tion. This new law is in fact framed in gen- 
eral terms to deal with all artic'es of com- 
merce, and whether it will be actually applied 
to drugs and chemicals remains to be seen 
Certain it is, however, that its presence on the 
statute book will prevent the further elevation 
of prices beyond what is justifiable by the re- 
lationship of supply and demand, . 

Another phase of the general situation that 
should be commented on is ‘the extreme dif 
ficulties British makers and dea'ers have been 
under in regard to export, a proclamation hav- 
ing prohibited the export of many specified 
chemicals, some crude drugs and “‘all fine 
chemicals.’’ This was designed to conserve 
the military and naval stores, but it was 
soon shown that supplies of some of the ar- 
ticles were ample for immediate and near fu- 
ture requirements, The government’s action 
practically ‘‘held up’’ export in many articles 
for a week or more, and even now specific 
consignments can only be made under permits 
relating to those consignments. The Drug 
Club has made representations this week to 
the authorities, and the belief is general that 
some modification of the conditions will be 
forthcoming shortly. 

Turning to actual market quotations, these 
show further advances in a number of cases, 
although in some articles there have been fair 
arrivals to relieve the stringency, but on the 
whole scarcity fully justifies the higher values.

Advances have been the exception 
in the local chemical market during 
the interval. Prices of many of the 
important items have remained steady 
at the recently established high levels, 
but in some there was a reactionary 
tendency which prompted considerable 
attention. The declines recorded were 
not due to replenishment of supplies 
from abroad, but to a relaxation in 
consuming inquiry. It is asserted that 
the urgeney has worn off the demand 
items, Consumers either 
have stocks to supply temporary wants 
or have found substitutes worthy of 
experimental purposes, ‘The elimina- 
tion of frenzied buying has given the 
market a tamer appearance and it is 
doubtful if “sealpers’’ will reap the 
harvest in the future they did in the 
past. An encouraging feature to the do- 
mestic markets is the favoralle pros- 
pects surrounding the glass industry. 
Many plants in neighbor.ng sections 
are making arrangements to. start 
teeir furnaces earlier this year than 
usual. It is stated that not only is 
the murket relieved from foreign com- 
petition but many orders that former- 
ly went to Belgium and Germany are 
being placed with American manu- 
facturers. The effects of the improved 
trade conditions are being re- 
flected in the demand for the different 
chemicals used in the manufacture of 
glass. Domestic producers of bleach 
seem to be getting better controll of 
the market and the tendency of values 
is easier. Contracts for bleach ship- 
ments over 1915 are offered at 1c. 
Caustic soda and soda ash are dis- 
playing a firmer tone. The improve d 
inquiry from foreign sources is said 
to be the chief factor in strengthen- 
ing these items. Tin oxide has de- 
clined 15c. a pound from the previous 
minimum figure, and there were offer- 
ings at 50c. a pound at the close. Some 
chloride of barium was reported for 
sale at $160 a ton. The salamoniac 
market was easier, owing to a falling 
off in demand. Tartaric acid con- 
tinues firm with some sellers asking 
higher prices. Cream of tartar has 
been sold at lower figures. A few 
tons of nitrate of lead have changed 
hands on the basis of 8%c. a pound, 
against a former price of 8%c. Car- 
bon tetrachloride was offered at 15c. 
a pound at the close against a previous 
figure of 16c. ‘Carbonate of potash is 
very scarce on spot and sales have 
been made at advanced quotations. 
The same is true of spot caustic potash 
and chlorate of potash. Oxaiic acid 
was unchanged. Refined saltpeter has 
been advanced to new higa prices. 
The scarcity of muriate of potash is 
greatly curtailing tne production of 
saltpeter. Below is a deta led mar- 
ket report of the principal items of 
chemical interest, also a summary of 
the London chemical ma: ket: 


HEAVY CHEMICALS, 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—Trade 
conditions are reported satisfactory. 
Sales for domestic and export require- 
ments are said to be increasing and 
prices are firmly sustained by lead ng 
distributors. The regular contract 
movement is reported normal. Sellers 
quote 1c. for bulk in car lots and 1.10c. 
for kegs f. o. b. works. A premium of 
1-5c, is exacted on all deliveries in this 
section, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER. Market 
conditions are unsettled. Domestic 
sellers appear to be securing better 
control of the situation and the up-

ward tendency of prices has been 
checked. Many sellers are asking 


from 3 to 4c, for spot offerings, but it 
is reported that special sales have been 
made considerably below these figures. 
It is of interest to note that the fu- 
ture contract price is the same as last 
year. There are sellers naming 1.25c. 
for shipment over 1915. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The undertone of 
this market is distinctly firmer and in 
some quarters higher prices are being 
named, Export inquiry is reported ac- 
tive and a fair volume of business is 
being placed. Domestic trade continues 
along rather quiet lines, but is expect- 
ed to pick up shortly. Contracts are 
quoted at 1.424%@1.47%c. on the basis 
of 60 per cent. for 70@76 per cent., and 
60 per cent. at the usual 10c. per 100 
pounds advance f. o, b. make’s’ works; 
powdered 76 per cent. is held at 2@ 
z¥%c., according to quantity and seller. 

SALT CAKE.—Demand for glass 
making requirements is increasing. 
Favor conditions now confronting the 
glass trade have stimulated the con- 
suming inquiry for all crude mate- 
rials and salt cake is proving no ex- 
ception. Contracts are held at 55c. 


per 100 pounds for bulk shipment in 
car lots. 

SAL SODA.—Sale at full prices are 
being made for home and export ac- 
counts and the market continues on a 
steady basis, although it is devoid of 
particular feature. Contracts are 
held at .60c. and up in barrels f. o. b. 
distributing point, less the usual dis- 
count terms. On spot lots of concen- 
trated sellers quote on the basis of 
lY%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale 

SODA ASH.—There has been no de 
parture from the firm position of this 
market. It is reported that export de- 
mand is increasing and that sales for 
home consumption are up to season- 
able expectations. Prospects appear 
favorable for an active fall movement 
of soda ash. Sellers hold light 58 per 
cent. at 57%c. per 100 pounds, basis of 
48 per cent. in bags; 62%c. basis of 48 
per cent. in barrels, carload lots f. 0. b. 
makers’ works. The 48 per cent. test 
is quoted at 67%c. per 100 pounds in 
bags and 72%c. per 100 pounds in bar- 
rels, carload lots f. 0. b. makers’ works. 
Less than carload lots are quoted at 
5c. per 100 pounds, basis of 48 per 
cent., over carload quotations. 

ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—The former selling sched- 
ule for the different descriptions of 
this acid remains effective. Crude 
material is steady and the tone of the 
acid market is firm. Spot offerings are 
held at 1%@1.65c. for 28 per cent., the 
inside figure being for car lots. 
Glacial, 99% per cent.,-i# held at 7%4c. 
for round parcels, with smali lots 
quoted up to 8%c. 

MURIATIC.—No appreciable change 
in prices of this acid can be noted. 
Demand is reported fair, with prompt 
shipments meriting the most attention. 
Contracts are accepted on the bas‘'s of 
$1.15@1.85 for 18 degrees in carboys 
spot delivery. The inside figure is for 
round lots. 

NITRIC.—Quotations for the differ- 
ent descriptions of the acid are evenly 
sustained by leading sellers. The easy 
position of crude material is having 
no appreciable effect on the acid mar- 
ket. Spot offerings are held at 3%@ 
4%ec. for 36 degrees, as to quantity and

OXALIC.—Prices for oxalic acid have 
remained about steady at the recent 
high levels. Buyers, however, are not 
showing the same _ disposition to 
operate noted a few weeks ago and, 
While stocks are very light in local 
quarters, the effect is somewhat neu- 
tralized by the quiet extent of de- 
mand. Spot was quoted 20@22c 
cording to seller. 

SULPHURIC.—The call for contract 
deliveries to the fertilizer factories is 
reported normal. The outlook for new 
business is said to depend largely cn 
ways and means for disposing of the 
cotton crop. Contracts are held at S85ec. 
for 60 degrees and $1 for 66 degrees, 
prices representing acid in drum con- 
tainers. Battery acid is held at 1@ 
14c., and oleum at 14@l1%e. in drums 
and tank cars. 

TARTARIC.—This acid is in very 
limited lo¢al supply and jobbers are 
finding difficulty in covering inquiries. 
Demand for cream of tartar has sub- 
sided to some extent and prices are 
lower. At the close powdered was held 
nominally at 85e. and crystals at 85c. 
Cream of tartar was quoted at 65c. 
for powdered and 65c, for crystals. 

MISCELLANEOUS CHEMICALS, 

ACETATE OF L'!ME.—Orders are 
being accepted at 15)@1.55c. a pound, 
according to quantity and demand is 
reported fair for home and export. 
Foreign shipping facilities ars not all 
that can be desirel, and very little 
stock is moving to Europe under pres- 
ent conditions. 

ALUM.—Demand for the different 
grades of this item is reported active 
and prices are firmly sustained at 
the lately established advance, Sellers 
quote lump alum at 2@2\c.; ground, 
2.10@2.30c., and powdered, 34% @3'%c., ac- 
cording to quantity. Sulphate of 
alumina is held at 1.10@1.30c. a pound 
for low grades and 14%@1%c. for high 
grades, according to quality desired. 

ARSENIC.—Spot offerings of white 
powdered arsenic are held at 5%c. a 
pound. Some sellers say they have 
placed business as high as 6c. Large 
orders at present are exceptional and 
in some quarters it was intimated 
that a firm offer at a concession might 
be corsidered. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—No change can te 
noted in prices. Demand is quiet ard 
the movement at present is said to ke 
mostly against old contract specifica- 
tions. Sellers quote 44%4@4%c., accord- 
ing to quantity. 

BRIMSTONE.—Trade conditions in 
sulphur remain about the same as je- 
cently reported.

Quiet conditions continued to prevail 
in domestic markets for fertilizer ma- 
terials. What the prospects will be 
later on is said to depend upon the 
successful marketing of the cotton 
crop. Some reports state that planters 
in the South are likely to grow less 
cotton next year and consequently 
will not use fertilizers as extensively 
as they did this year. This is a mat- 
ter, however, which cannot be de- 
termined at this time. Potash salts 
are receiving considerable attention. 
Stocks from Germany are shut off for 
the time being and there is no telling 
when further shipments will:be avail- 
able. An interesting report was is- 
sued this week by Secretary Lane of 
the Department of the Interior. This 
announcement was to the effect that 
po.ash would be produced in California 
within the next three months. This is 
a point which will be watched closely 
by the trade, for if it is possible to 
obtain potash salts at home, it will 
make considerable difference to the 
fertilizer and chemical trade. In con- 
trast to the reports that supplies of 
potash are small one large fertilizer 
company states that they have suf- 
ficient stock on hand to last for six 
months. Very poor reports are heard 
about the catch of menhaden and the 
market for fish scrap remains quiet, 
with prices very firm. Nitrate of soda 
is practically unchanged and the same 
is true of sulphate of ammonia. Ani- 
mal ammoniates were in slow demand 
through the week and are hardly more 
than nominal in the local market. 
Manufacturers of cyanamid say that 
outside disturbances have in no way 
affected them, and they are quoting 
freely on deliveries through March of 
next year. For reports of the Balti- 
more, Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer 
markets refer to index on page 23. De- 
tailed reports on the separate articles 
of the local market follow :— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 
CYANAMID. — Leading manufac- 
turers say that, after canvassing their 


largest customers during the first 
week of August to ascertain their 
probable ‘additional requirements of 


cyanamid, that they re-entered the 
market with their original price sched- 
ule for 1914. This policy of offering 
material in all shipping positions at 
normal prices was highly appreciated 
and commended in the trade, it further 
resulted in an active business all dur- 
ing the month, for prompt and future 
shipments. 

Sales for the current selling season, 
beginning in April, are far in excess 
of the number of contracts and tons 
sold in previous years. From present 
indications and with foreign ammon- 
jiates only partially shut out of the 
American market, largely increased 
production will not be equal to the 
demand for cyanamid this year. 

Quotations for material analyzing 18 
to 20 per cent. ammonia are as fol-

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Regu- 
lar deliveries are being made aga‘nst 
old contracts by domestic producers 
of sulphate of ammonia. Foreign ma- 
terial is firmly held and the situat‘on 
has not cleared enough to promise 
normal shipments from outside coun- 
tries. German supplies are entirely 
cut off and it is difficult to fore ast 
when shipments would be resumed. 
Reports from Great Britain are hope- 
ful and state that good demand is ex- 
pected from this country with p-vices 
firmer, owing to the lack of competi- 
tion from Germany. Quotations in do- 
mestic markets are given at $2.85 pr 
100 pounds. 

NITRATE OF SODA. — Nitrate is 
said to be on the way to this country 
by way of the Panama Cana!. Thee 
has been practically no change in mar- 
ket conditions, and spot nitrate is re- 
ported to have been offered as low 
at $2.05 per 100 pounds. Late in the 
week it was reported that one of the 
large importers would not oper.te 
their vessels to and from the West 
Coast. This may have the effect of 
restricting shipments to this coun- 
try. The situation on the west coast 





has been very poor and it was feared 
that some of the plants would be 
forced to ciose. The Chilean govern- 
ment, however, has come to the res- 
cue and is said to be practically financ- 
ing 106 companies, which otherwise 
would have closed and further de- 
pressed industrial conditions in that 
country. Stocks on the West coast 
are said to be large, and unless either 
productions is curtailed or consuming 
decrease, it is difficult to see how any 
relief is to be obtained. 
PHOSPHATES. 

ACID PHOSPHATS.—Consuming de- 
mand for this material has not been 
brisk, but sellers are not forcing the 
market and _ reports from various 
places indicate firm prices. Stocks 
are said to be about normal and the 
future position will depend upon the 
extent of trading for fall requirements. 
Present quotations are on a basis of 
$9.00 for 16 per cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—There is no 
feature in this market. Contract de- 
liveries are being made regularly and 
large consumers are said to be covered 
for a considerable period ahead. There 
is no improvement in the situation as 
referred to export trade and in this 
respect conditions are far from satis- 
factory. Market quotations are repeat- 
ed on a basis of:—Florida land pebble, 
25@2.50 f. o. b. Port Tampa; South 
Carolina kiln dried, $3.50@3.75 f. o. b. 
Ashley River; Florida high grade rock, 
77 per cent $5@6.25 f. c. b. Flor'da 
ports; Tennessee rock, 70@80 per cent., 
$5@5.50 f. o. b. Mount Pleasant; 75 
per cent. guarante od, $4.25@5, and 68 
@72 per cent., $4.25@4.50. 

POTASH SALTS, 

The possibilities of home _ produc- 
tion of potash salts is a lively topic 
at present. The most important fea- 
ture of the week was an announ-e- 
ment from F. K. Lane, Secretary of 
the Interior to the effect that pot2sh 
will be produced in California within 
three months. It is stated that the 
initial output of the plant at Searles 
Lake, California, will be five tons a 
day, but when large producing appl- 
ances now in course of construct‘on 
are completed it is expected that it 
will be 120 tons a day, or basing the 
estimate on six days a week, 37,560 
tons a year. The most recent ava'l- 
able figures showing the amount of 
potash demanded in this country are 
contained in export tables for 111, 
issued in Germany. These show thet 
237,453 tons—each ton of 2,204 pounds— 
were imported into this country in the 
year 1911. As the imports in subse- 
quent years have unquestionably been 
greater than the figures given, it will 
be gathered that the plant at Searles 
Lake will hardly cope with any situa- 
tion that may have arisen as a result 
of the cessation of German imports.

business in complete fertilizers, much of which 
remains to be finally closed up They ac- 
knowledge having very little stock on hand, 
but maintain they are glad they haven't got 
any more, as they can see nothing in the pres- 
ent outlook that wou'd indicate they will have 
use for much material. 

Up to this time the closing of our main 
source of supply of potash salts, Germany, has 
been a prominent topic for debate Now that 
scientists have shown how a sufficient supply 
of potash could be extracted from the many 
potash-bearing materials in the United States, 
however, manufacturers of complete fertilizers 
come back with the assertion that they are not 
worrving over the probable scarcity of potash 
for the reason that they could not dispose of 
the material if they did have any quantity to 
dispose of Prospects this year, they say, are 
that the Southern planter will reduce his pro 
duction of cotton and use his area for growing 
corn and wheat instead of cotton He will not 
need to make such extensive use of fertilizer 
materials to grow corn and wheat as he would 
for cotton, they maintain, and the demand for 
fertilizers will be proportionately reduced 

Packers are resting on their oars. They are 
not selling anv tankage or blood to amount to 
anything at $3 and 10 f. o. b.
